Washington, December 9,—(Special.)—At 
last the republican leaders in congress are 
gilling to admit that the pension business 
‘js being overdone. In the senate today Gal- 
'Jinger, chairman of the pension committee, 
‘surprised his associates by a bold denun- 
elation of the private pension business and 
‘appealed to the senate to call a halt in this 
heavy drain upon the treasury for private 

‘pensions previously denied by the pension 
office. He said: 

‘“] want to say that there is a laxity 
among senators about sending pension bills 
to our committee. No inquiry is made by 
them as to the merit of the measures and 
the result is our committe is flooded with 
‘correspondence cMneerning the details ef 
‘pills that Ought to have been determined 
before the Measures were laid before con- 

Senators should be absolutely sat- 
isfied of the merit of measures before intro- 
ducing them. I am and have always been 
friendly to the soldiers, but I am constrain- 
ed to feel we are go'ng too far, and that 
we ought in the future to exercise the 
‘greatest conservatism in the consideration 
of all pension matters. 

“The practice of pensioning remarried 
widows and several other similar classes of 
claimants ought to be stopped. The recom 
imendation of the commissioner of pensions 
‘that a law should be enacted speedily, pro- 
‘yiding that no pension should be granted 
'to a widow, if her marriage to the soldter 
pad been subsequent to the passing of the

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CARLIST PARTY TAKES HEART. 


Sagasta’s Pronunciamento Is Taken as 
a Token of Weakness. 
London, December 9.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Daily Mail, says that the 
Carlist organs throughout Spain are mak- 
ing capital out of a pronunc'amento deliv- 
ered by Senor Sagasta against the auton- 
omy scheme. He affirmed that the coun- 
try had not poured its blood and treasure 
into Cuba as a va'n sacrifice, but in order 
to retain the colonies as an integral por- 
tion of her dominion, and that the zov- 
ernment’s action in granting political au- 
tonomy to the Cubans was “in opposition 
to the feeling of the country and to ‘he 

solidarity of the nation.” 

The Carlists hail this, coupled with Gen- 
eral Weyler’s attitude, as a sign that even 
the liberals regard the government of the 
reger.cy as doomed and are already pre- 
paring to leave a sinking ship. The “Carl- 
ist Organs daily attack the regency and 
refer to the duke of Madrid (Don Carlos) 
openly as “el rey.’ 

It may be noted that no steps are taken 
against these journals.

COMMITTEEMEN DON’T AGREE. 


Berry Wants To Fight Now. 
Washington, December 9.—Representative 
Adams, of Pennsylvania, who was today 
named as chairman of the sub-committee 
on foreign affairs to deal with Cuban ques- 
tions, when asked as to his views on the 
Spanish-Cuban status, said: 


“We, in a friendly way, through our min- 
ister at Madrid, Mr. Woodford, suggested 
several things which Spain should do, such 
as the speedy trial of American prisoners, 
a more humane way of conducting the war 
and a better treatment of the concentra- 
does. These suggestions were made just 
before the fall of the last Spanish min- 
istry. With the accession of the Sagasta 
cabinet these propositions received favor- 
able recognition and by the recall of 
Weyler the freeing of every American citi- 
zen, the returning to their homes and the 
feeding of the concentradoes, Spain has 
carried out every friendly proposition os 
our government. She now promises a mor 
liberal government to the Cubans, autono- 
mous in character and under such condi- 
tons that the administration feels called 
upon to give the reforms on the part of 
Spain a fair trial. In fact, under diplo- 
matic usage, our friendly offers having 
been accepted, we must at least give the 
Spanish ministry a chance to carry out the 
reform and await the result.” 


Belligerency, Says Berry. 
Representative Berry, of Kentucky, the 
democratic member of the Cuban sub-com- 
mittee, said: | 


“IT am in favor of the recognition of the 
belligerency of the Cubans. The people of 
‘my section feel that way and would be 
ready to fight to susta!n that principle. It 
seems to me that autonomy is a gold brick 
proposition. Spain has had three years to 
close the war and has done nothing. I am 
not anxious to rush our country into a 
foreign complication, but after 150,000 lives 


have been sacrificed in Cuba, it is about .-

SUB-COMMITTEES APPOINTED. 


Cuba and Hawaii Go to Adams and 
and Hitt as.Sub-Chairmen. 
Washington, Décember 9.—The committee 
on foreign affairs of the house held its 
first meeting today and outlined its Hne 
of work on the several important foreign 
questions now pending. Chairman Hitt 
announced the following sub-committee to 

deal with Cuban affairs: 

Adams, of Pennsyivania; Heatwole, of 
Minnesota, and Berry, of Kentucky. 

The sub-committee to consider Hawaiian 
affairs is: 

Hitt, of Illinois; Cousins, of Iowa, and 
Newlands, of Nevada. : 

The committee determined to report at 
once the bill prohibiting American citizens 
from conducting pelagic sealing in Bering 
sea, and an understanding was reached 
that the bill would be pushed to final pas- 
sage before the holidays. 

All of the time of the committee was 
given to the question of sealing in Bering 
sea. On this question considerable discus- 
sion occurred which showed a general sen- 
iment toward ‘restricting American sealers 
only in case Great Britain adopted the 
same restrictions. 

Although the extermination of the seal 
herds was not discussed at length, it was 
referred to as one of the measures which 
might have to be resorted to if a general 
agreement to stop pelagic sealing was not 
reached. 

The committee found plenty of material] 
before it on all the important foreign ques- 
tions in the form of bills“and resolutions 
submitted during the extra session, but 
which could not be considered at that time 
as the committee had not been appointed. 

As regards Cuba all the phases of the 
subject were embraced in the measures 
presented, The most important of these was 
the Morgan joint resolution which passed 


the senate at the extra session and was (| 


referred to this committee. It recognizes a 
state of war as existing between Spain and 
the Cuban insurgents and declares that the 
United States will maintain strict neutral- 
ity between the two bDelligerents. 


WANTED NO MIND WANDERING. 


Dreyfus Agitation Intended To Divert 
Attention from Abroad. 

Paris, December 9.—La Patrie today 
prints a sensational statement, the sub- 
stance of which is that the Dreyfus agita- 
tion is the outcome of an international 
plot to divert France’s attention from 
events abroad, adding- that an interna- 
tional syndicate. with this object in view, 
backed by foreign gold, commenced opera- 
tions in Belgium and developed them itn 
Germany. 


THEY STOOD THE TORTURE. 


Two Soidiers Make an Attempt on the 
Life of the Sultan. 

London, December 10.—The Athens corre- 
spondent of The Daily Chronicle says that 
on Monday last two soldiers in the impe- 
rial service at the Yildiz Kiosk, the palace 
of the sultan, made an attempt on the life 
of the sultan, which was frustrated by the 
attendants of the sultan. 

The sultan had the men tortured in the 
hope of extracting the names of the insti- 
gators, but both succumbed without re- 
vealing anything.

UNDER U. §. CONTROL 


Senator Caffery Introduces a Bill in the 
Senate. 


FIGHT SPREAD WITH SYSTEM 


President Is Given Full Authority To 
Appoint Officers and To Act. 


NATION'S REGULATIONS ARE SUPREME 


The Measure Carries with It Full and 
Complete Details of the Pro- 
posed Change. 


Washington, December 9.—Senator Caf- 
fery, of Louisiana, today introduced a bill 
for a revision of the quarantine laws, the 
distinctive feature of which is the placing 
of the quarantine regulations exclusively 
in the hands of the national authorities. 

The secretary of the treasury is author- 
ized to make regulations to prevent the in- 


troduction of infectious or contagious dis- 


eases into one state from another, and 
such regulations to be enforced by the sani- 
tary authorities of the states or of muni- 
cipalities when these authorities will under- 
take to enforce them, but when they fail 
the president is given authority to execute 
and enforce them and to adopt ‘such 
measures as in his judgment shall be neces- 
sary to prevent the introduction or spread 
of such diseases."’ 

He is also given authority to detail or 
appoint officers for that purpose. It is fur- 
ther provided that whenever yellow fever, 
cholera, plague or typhus fever has passed 
the quarantine of the United States or in 
any manner appeared within any state or 
territory ‘“‘the quarantine regulations of the 
secretary of the treasury shall be supreme 
and have precedence of state or municipal 
quarantine laws’’ and@ the president is au- 
thorized to enfdrce these national regula- 
tions, to control the movement of trains, 
vessels, vehicles or persons, to preverrte@pe 


diseases from spreading from one state | 7 


another. 

Violation of these prohibitions is made 
punishable by a fine of $1,000 or imprison- 
ment for one year, 

The bill also requires the secretary of the 
treasury to “immediately after the passage 
of the act to make such rules and regu.a- 
tions as are necessary to prevent the in- 
troduction into the United States of any 
infections or contagious disease from any 
foreign port or place or the spread of such 
disease from «ne domestic port to another, 
and such necessary rules and regulations 
as shall be abserved by vesrels or vehicles 
departing from foreign ports or placed in 
the United States to secure the best sani- 
tary condition of such vessels and vehicies, 
their cargoes, passengers and crews.” 

It is provided these regulations shall act 
uniformly so far as climatic conditions will 
permit and not discriminate against any 
place. . 

A rigid-dinspection of incoming vessels 
by national quarantine officers from in- 
fected ports is provided for. 

The -cost of quarantine proceedings 
against vessels» without a bill of health 
and. which do not enter any port of the 
United States fs made a lien upon such 
vessels. Quarantine grounds are protected 
‘from invasion by heavy penalties. Fines 
and imprisonment are made the penalties 
for false statements by masters of ves- 
sels in regard to the health condition of 
those ships, crews or passengers. 

Representative Hepburn, of Iowa, intro- 
duced a similar bill in the house. 

In the house today Mr. Fleming, of Geor- 
gia, introduced a Dill authorizing an in- 
vestigation of the books, acceunts and 
methods of railroads which have received 
aid from the secretary of the treasury. It 
provides that in the president’s judgment 
the secretary of the treasury shall redeem 
or otherwise clear off the paramount lien, 
mortgage or other incumbrance of gov- 
ernment-aided railroads by paying the 
sums lawfully due out of the treasury, or 
may bid and purchase for the United 
States the property subject to such incum- 
brance at any sale or sales made under 
any order of the court or any judgment 
or decree of foreclosure of such incum- 
brance, or of any lien or mortgage or in- 
terest of the United States. 

Congressman Livingston has introduce@ 
a bill providing for the retirement, on full 
pay and with the rank of major, Major 
Mason Carter, of the Fifth infamtry, sta- 
tioned at Fort McPherson. Major Car- 
ter has earned the title which he wears 
by brevet, but his Fank in the service is 
that of captain. Tre is to retire next Jan- 
uary, and ‘Mr. Livingston’s bill provides 
that when he dves retire it shalj be with 
full rank® ot major. 

Congressman Lewis, of the third district, 
has introduced a bill appropriating $50,000 
for the improvement of the Ocmulgee river 
from Hawkinsville down. His idea is to 
get this as a continuing improvement. Mr. 
Lewis has been appointed a member of the 
committee in charge of the Indian appro- 
priation bill. 


BOARD OF REVIEW AT WORE. 


Legislation Hearing on Horses and 
Horsemen Adopted. 

New York, December 9.—(Special.)—The 
board of review of the National Trotting 
Association resumed its sitting today. 
The board ruled that J. F. Barrett, of 
Deering, Me., who had been accused by the 
York Agricultural Society of Biddeford, 
Me., of having bought pools while engaged 
in the capacity of judge was guilty as 
charged. 

The application of Waldo T. Pierce, of 
Boston, for a release of himself and the 
pacer Alcidalia from suspension imposed 
September 7th last was granted. 

The application of R. E. Westlake, of 
Scranton, Pa., from the decision of the 
judges of the Dallas Union Agricultural 
Association of Dallas, rendered in the 3:27 
class, was denied. In this case the judges 
decided that Westlake started without 
waiting for the official signal. 

E. W. Bowéern, of Hartford, Conn., was 
expelled for ringing.

MURDER AND ARSON 
When Beantifal Theresa Tompone Re- 
jected Antonio He Sought Vengeance. 
SHOT HER FATHER SIX TIMES 


Poured Oil on Her Brother and Ap- 
plied the Match. 


MADMAN FOUGHT POLICE AND FIREMEN 


Brought to Bay After He Had Fired 
His Bed Clothes and Was Then 
Clubbed Into Submission. 


Philadelphta, December 9.—Antonio Tucci, 
an Italian, today shot and probably fatally 
wounded G. Tompone. beeause of the rejec- 
tion of his affections by *Tompone’s nine- 
teen-year-old daughter, Theresa. He fol- 
lowed this up by setting fire to the clothing 
of Tompone’s Httle son, Michael, and when 
an attempt was made to arrést him he esuc- 
cessfully held: a squad of policemen and 
firemen at bay until he had twice fired his 
revolver at them and slightly wounded Po- 
liceman Simpson and a citizen named Sach- 
arrino. Finally, driven tmto a corner, he 
set fire to his room and until securely hand- 
cuffed defended himself with a large knife. 

Tucci is about forty-five years of age. 
He Hved with Tompone: and for a long 
time showed affection for Theresa. Yee- 
terday he pleaded for her love and was re- 
jected. This afternoon Tompone was work- 
ing in the yard when Tucei opened fire 
upon him. He put three bullets into Tom- 
pone’s back, two into his legs and one 
in the head. i 
Poured Oil on the Boy. 

The boy Michael saw the shooting and 
yelled for help. Tucci picked up an oil 
can, emptied its contemts over Michael's 
coat and applied a mateh, The boy ran 
screaming into the street and an alarm of 
fire was sounded, while Tucci took refuge 
on the second flodr of the house. 

The police and firemen attempted to dis- 
lodge him, but shots from his revolver held 
them back and foreed them: to return the 
fire. After a succession vf attemp's, dur- 
ing which Tucci’s ammunition became ex- 
hausted, he was driven to his reom on the 
third floor. 

Before the police had de@ided to make 
an attempt to arrest him, smoke was seen 
coming from the window. A rush was 
made for the place and the door was burst 
open. The carpets and bed were on fire 
and behind this barfltade of flames Tucc! 
stood flourishing a dangerous logking knife. 
A determined rush was made on him and 
he was overpowered after 2 desperate 


struggle.

SHE MAY SURVIVE THE* NIGHT. 


Mrs. McKinley Showed No Change 
During the Day Yesterday: 

Canton, O., December 9.—The day has 
been almost devoid of incident In the room 
of Mrs. McKinley, who still lingefs at the 
point of death. Her rest during the day 
seemed a trifle less peaceful than hereto- 
fore, and at times she experienced trouble 
in breathing, the trouble being accom- 
panied by apparent distress in the throat, 
the direct evidence of which was an 
ominous rattle. 

At neither of his calls today did the at- 
tending physician note a distinct chanye 
in the patient’s condition, and each time he 
expressed hopes of survival for some hours 
for some hours to come. 

President McKinley has been at the bed- 
side nearly all day, and will remain there 
until midnight tonight. 

The patient has taken no nourishment 
for many hours. 

At 11:30 o’clock tonight Mrs. McKinley ‘is 
still living, but very weak. The family 
entertains only slight hopes of the patient 
surviving the night. 

Canton, O., December 10.—At 2 o’clock 
this morning everything was quiet at the 
McKinley residence. The family had evi- 
dently retired for the night.

MOTHER AND FIVE 
CHILDREN MURDERED 


Farmer Finds His Entire Family Welter- 
. ing in Their Own Blood. 


ONE OF VICTIMS MAY RECOVER 


Small Girl Revives Sufficiently To De- 
scribe the Wholesale Assassin. ~ 


BLOODHOUNDS ARE ON THE TRAIL NOW 


Wife and Children of a Son of Ex- 
Representative Smith Butchered 
at Their Home. 


Wesson, Miss., December 9.—One of the 
most atrocious and inhuman murders on 
record in the south was committed last 
n'ght in the edge of Simpson county, :@ 
this state, some twenty miles from here, 

(Brown Smith, a farmer and a son of 
ex-Representative Ed Smi‘th, of Simpson 
county, left his family at his home in the 
country to go to town for shopp'ng pur- 
poses, thinking of no possible danger for 
them. 

This morning when he returned he found 
his wife and five children weltering 1n their 
blood and apparently all dead. 

An alarm was raised immediately and 
the entire neighborhood turned out to hunt 
for the perpetrator of this foul and bloody 
crime. There being no telegraph connec- 
tions, details of the murder came in slow- 
ly, but it is reported this evening that one 
of the little girls, supposed this morning 
to have been dead, has revived enough 
to tell what she knew of the occurrence, 
She said she knows the man who commit- 
ted the deed; that it was a negro, and de- 
scribed him. 

A posse is now on the track of the mur- 
derer and there is great probability that 
he will be apprehended before morning, 
and there can be but little doubt of his 
meeting speedy justice when caught, with- 
out waiting for the formakty of a court.

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MILLER HAS RODE IN ATLANTA 


“The Flying Dutchman” Was in a 
Twelve-Hour Race in This City. 


Charles Miller, the gritty young rider who 
is now leading the six-day vace on at Madi- 
son Square Garden, is the same one who 
won the twelve-hour race here a short 
while ago. Miller is a young man and 
hai'e from Chicago. where he is known as 
“the flying Dutchman.” This is his first 
attempt at six-day racing, and while he 
had to go against some old riders at that 

ind of a game, but in spite of his inex- 
perience he has proved too good for the 
o'der men and several of them have been 
knocked out trying to follow the terrible 
pace he set. Almost from the start of the 
race Miller has emashed records that the 
cyc!ing world thought would stand for a 
good long time. He not only broke records, 
but he lowered them in better shape than 
it was thought possible for a human being 
to do. The twenty-four-hour record held 
by Hale was thought to be a pretty good 
one, but Miller covered over fifty miles 
more in two rounds’ of the clock than 
Ha!e’s record. Every hour since that time 
he has lowered the records and when the 
race is over, he wins, and the chances 
are that he will, he will not only take first 
money, but will also hold every record from 
twenty-four hours up to the 142 hours, the 
time of the race. The distance that he 
added to the eighty-five-hour record was 
wonderful. The previous world record -held 
by Hale was 1,224 miles. Miller’s record is 
now 1,405, or 189 miles more than the prev‘- 
ous world record. 

Miller has had less sleep and rest than 
any man in the big race and if the work 
that he has done does not knock him out 
he is almost a certain winner. It is only 
a matter now of the man who hus the 
most endurance and can go without sleep 
longest. Miller js said to have as much 
speed left as any of them and he can cer- 
tainly hold his own if he has the strength 
to stay on the track to the finish. 

In the twelve-hour race here Miller dé 
not leave his wheel at all and covered 22% 
miles without much exertion. In the first 
two miles of the race Miller gained his lap 
and that was all he tried to do. Whenever 
any of the riders would combine to gain a 
lap on him he would show the wonderfu! 
speed left in him and he was not really 
pushed in the contest at al). Arotrer. 
rider who was in the race here is doing fine 
work in the six-day race, and that ts Gag. 
ton Rivierre. He did not show up well in 
the race. here because he was sick when if 
started and only went about twenty miles 
before he was too sick to ride and had to 
stop. In the _ six-day race, however, 
Rivierre has been up near the front all the 
time and has beep doing the steadiest 
riding of them ail. Yesterday afternoon he 
was just behind Miller and Rice, the two 
leaders. Rivierre is a great rider and may 
be counted on as one of the possibilities in 
the’ race. Both Miller and Rivierre did 
most of their training here and they seem 
to have been in pretty good shape. 


CRACK SHOTS WORK TO A TIE. 


Elliott and Gilbert Will Shoot Off 
Twenty-Five Birds To-ay. 


Chicago, December 9.—J. A.-R. Elliott, 
of Kansas City, and Fred Gilbert, of Spirit 
Lake, Ia., shot to a tie in the race for the 
Dupont trophy today at Watson's park.

George B. Sickles, of Pickens county, 4r- 
rived in Washington, and at once began 
investigations. It was found that they 
would be unable to bring about a change af 
the specifications in this particular in- 
stance. 

The following special from Washington 
tells the story: 

“Washington, December 9.—(Special.— 
Two representatives of the Georg‘a men 
reached the city today and tomorrow will 
show the treasury department how ignor- 
ant it is of the national resources of Geor- 
gia. 

“The supervising architet of the treasury 
in advertising for bids for interior decora- 
tions of the new postoffice building here 
only specified Vermont and Tennessee mar- 
ble on the ground that Georgia had no 
green marble. Today Mr. George F. New- 
ell, of the Kennesaw Marble Company, and 
George B. Sickles, of Pickens county, 
reached the city with samples of the Geor- 
gia product which show that Georgia has 
the finest green marble that is produced 
in this country.

OFFICERS COME UP 


"WITHOUT TEE BOOKS 

Progress Loan and Racsieeas Company 
“Faces Judge Speer. 

MYSTERY TO BE UNRAVELED 


Corporation Appears To Be in a Bad 
Way Just at Present. 


THE COURT MAKES DEMAND FOR FACTS 


One Volume of Recent Date Is Alone 
Produced and It Sheds No 
Light Whatever. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., December 9.—The suit against 
Messrs. T. C. Burke and W. M. Gordon, 
officers uf the Progress Loan. Improvement 
and Manufacturing Company, was taken 
up before Judge Speer, of the United 
States court, today. 

The extremely sensat’onal features of 
this litigation were brought out in their 
fullest significance, and ‘the courtroom 
was crowded tv its utmost: capacity. The 
charge that these gentlemen have been 
guilty of fraudulent methods in conducting 
the business of the company was suf- 
fivient to uttract the uttention of all the 
lenders of the business circles of Macon. ’ 

As is well remembered, the charges 
against the officers of the company were 
to the effect that they have pursued a 
scheme of fraudulently freezing out the 
minvrity stockliolders. It is claimed that 
when the minority stockhélders asked to 
see the bouks of the company last spring 
in order to ascertain why no dividends 
had ever been declared the officers, Messrs. 
T. C. Burke, as president, and W. M. Gor- 
don, as secretary, refused to allow them 
to inspect or take abstracts from the 
books of the company. When persuasion 
was ‘brought to bear they agreed that 
an expert accountant should review the 
hooks svlely for the purpose of arriving 
at & valuation of the assets. 

A receiver wag appointed by the United 
States court recently to take charge of 
the business of the company. He took 
charge of the office, but reported to the 
court that the books of the Progress Loan, 
Improvement-and Manufacturing Company 
had never been surrendered to him. He 
Claims that only two books were surren- 
ilered, and these covered only a brief pe- 
riod, although the company has been in 
operation for more than six years with a 
paid-in capital atock of $100.00. 

the receiver thus brought charges against 
the officers of the company for cofitempt 
of court. He went further to say that 
cash entries had been made in the books 
while his back was turned the first day he 
took charge. 

These declarations and petitions were 
read in the United States court today by 
Messrs. Fried and Erwin, attorneys for the 
plaintiff minority stockhoiders and the re- 
ceiver and were replied to by answefs from 
the defendants, The answer of Mr. Burke, 
president of the company. was read by 
Judge John I. Hall, his attorney, who sub- 
mitted a book giving the rules of the com- 
pany, and one of these rules was that the 
president should have nothing to do with 
the custody of the books. — 

This seemed to throw the whole blame 
upon Mr. W. M. Gordon, secretary. His 
attorneys made answer by saying that the 
books had mysteriously disappeared, but 
that the items contained in the books that 
had been lost’ had been transcribed into 
new books which had been surrendered to 
the receiver He showed that the entries 
which were made in the books the day the 
receiver took charge were nothing more 
than such items of cash as were vouched 
for by cash tickets then in the drawers, 
one of these cash tickéts representing the 
salary of the general manager, Mr. Gordon. 
The amount was $1,000. 

The defendant showed that this was the 
system of paying off the officers of the 
company. Whenever a salary was due u 
cash ticket would be made of it before it 
was entered in the books. 

Mr. Merrill Callaway, receiver, was put 
on the stand and made a statement similar 
to the declaration and petition he had filed 
in court telling how the entries had been 
made. , His testimony was even more, sen- 
sational than his petition which had been 
filed, and the substance of which has al- 
ready been reported in The Constitution's 
Macon dispatches. After his testimony 
had been taken the case went over until 
tomorrow.

Final Vote on the Measure Leads to Dramatle Scenes---House Members Neatly 
Become Involved in @ Personal Difficulty Over the Biil To Pay the 
Blalock Committee $1,800---An Effort Is Made To Extend the

Days, but It Falls, 


The house of representatives yesterday 
passed the convict bill by five votes more 
than were needed for a constitutional ina- 
jority, and this morning the measure will 
be read for the first time in the senate. 
There is some disposition on the part of the 
G@emocratic members of the upper house to 
introduce amendments, and Yancey Carter 
will propose the populist bill as a substi- 
tute, but it seems probable that the bill 
will go to the governor in pretty much the 
same shape that it passed the house. The 
governor will sign it. He believes that it is 
not only the best bill that can be passed 
under the circumstances, but he believes 
also that it is a bill which the democratic 
majority in the legislature can pass with- 
out any apologetic speeches when they en- 
counter the populists on the stump during 
the next campaign. 

A very careful canvass of the senate was 
made by The Constitution yesterday after- 
noon, immediately following the passage of 
the bill in the house, and, while the mem- 
bers naturally object to being recorded 
in a newspaper in advance of the roll call, 
it*may be announced with all reasonable 
assurance that a safe majority of them 
will vote for the bill. All the populists will 
oppose it, but wise counsel is bringing the 
democratic majority together in its sup- 
port. Senator Phil Cook, chairman of the 
penitentiary committee of the senate, will 
have charge of the measure from now on, 
and it would be almost impossible to get a 


man better equipped for the work. He Is | 


not only thoroughly posted on all the ques- 


* ‘tions involved, and full prepared to meet 


all parliamentary obstructions, but his per- 
sonal popularity_is such as to discourage a 
renewal of the quibbles over purely local 
issués which so seriously embarrassed the 
bill in the house. 

It Is a Reform Bill. 

All this means that Georgia is at last 
to have a new convict law. Its provisions 
are already familiar to the readers of The 
Constitution, and when the clerk read it 
on final passage yesterday he did so with 
only occasional glances at the printed text, 
because he knew most of it by heart. It is 
the bill prepared by the committee of elev- 
én and it incorporates every feature. but 
one which was recommended by Prin- 
cipal Keeper of the Penitentiary Turner 
and indorsed by Governor Atkinson. The 
one recommendation ignored is that which 
suggested the establishment of a central 


| 


penitentiary fund by turning over all the . 
profits arising from the hire of convicts | 


to the state treasurer to be set apart for 
the building of a model and a modern 
prison as soon as seffic'tent money had 
accumu'!ated. 


It was over this provision that the final | 


fight on the bill was made in the house. 
Representative Fogarty, of Richmond, 
troduced an amendment embodying the 
central penitentiary idea as soon as the 
bill was read, but Speaker Jenkins held 
that no amendments to sections of the 
measure were in order, and that the bill 
either had to pass as it stood or be amend- 
ed by substitute or beaten by a final vote.

debate over this ruling, and it led to a dis- 
closure of a mighty piece of work in the 
way of legislative manipulation. In fact, 
it disclosed for the first time the deliberate 
and positive purpose of the majority to 
assume command of the situation and to 
force action before it was too late for 
such action to count for anything in the 
real enactment of law. 


Question of Life or Death. 

The bill had already been beaten once 
and reconsidered. A second reconsidera- 
tion was impossible and a vote on the 
measure meant its death w:th no hope of 
resurrection if it should fa‘l to receive the 
constitutional majority. Its friends were 
fearful of putting it on final passage under 
such circumstances and during the earlier 
hours of the session Representatives Hall, 
Felder, Charters and Meldrim undertook 
the formidable task of canvassing the en- 
tire house. They approached every mem- 
ber present and frankly told them 
that they wanted to know if 
the bill could get 88 votes, and they did not 
hesitate to say that if it couldn’t they 
would postpone its consideration until it 
could. After two hours of the hardest kind 
of work their memorandum showed ninety- 
two members to be in favor of the measure 
and as s00n as his was determined Mr. Hall 
called up the bill. 

Then came Mr. Fogarty’s amendment. 
What Mr. Fogarty wanted was of a good 
deal of consequence in itself, but of far 
greater importance was the fact that scores 
of other members arose with amendments 
ready to follow his in the event that 
amendments were in order. Mr. Charters 
made the point of order that the bill had 
been adopted by sections and that only 
substitutes for the entire measure could 
be submitted. The chair took this view of 
the matter, and ordered the clerk to pro- 
ceed with the call of the roll. Represen- 
tative West of Lowndes denounced this 
action as gag law, and made an efferves- 
cent speech to show how strongly he felt 
about it, but the house’ sustained the 
speaker's ruling. 

Members Explain Their Votes. 

As the clerk began the roll call and the 
members realized that the important meas- 
ure was at last to receive a final vote the 
air in the chamber became tense, and the 
conflicting interests that were battling for 
supremacy were braced for the final strug- 
gle. These interests were of many sorts. 
Some were personal; some were political: 
some were professional. The representa- 
tives of the wiregrass region who oppos- 
ed the bill because it provides for the em- 
ployment of convicts in sawmills and tur- 
pentine distilleries, voted with the popu- 
lists who oppose the bill because they 
hope to make it a partisan issue. Both 
were equally honest. Democrats who didn’t 
favor the bill voted for it Decause they 
thought a failure to pass it would be equiv- 


. alent to an admission that the dominant 


party was either unable or unwilling to 
grapple with the question. The republicans 
voted almost solidly for it without giving 
any excuse, and in the entangling and di- 
verse conditions affecting the vote no man 
can truthfully say hereafter that any sin- 
gle contingency affected the final result. 
The scheme was made the more dramatic 
by impassioned utterances on the part of 
those who arose to explain their votes. 


/ These utterances were not numerous, but 


they counted for a good deal, so far as the 
speakers were concerned. Representative 
Boifeuillet, of Bibb, said that he believed 
the provisions of the measure regarding 
the employment of convicts would injure 
the industries of Macon, and his elegant 
address was seconded by Mr. Craig, of the 
same county. Shortly afterwards Mr. Reid 
announced that he, too, was a representa- 
tive of Bibb, but that he did not care to 


| place his own opinion against that of a 


majority of his party. Messrs. Stone,

When the convict bill was finally dis- 
posed of the house adjourned for the morn- 
ing session, and when it met again in the 
afternoon there were fewer members pres- 
ent. The night session was still more 
slimly attended. This fact was largely due 
to the fallure to secure a constitutional 
majority for the bill to create a new judi- 
cial circuit in Coweta, and It is pretty 
safe to say that all of the other new cir- 
cult bills are dead for the present session. 
Mr. Charters tried to get the house to ad- 
journ over Saturday and Sunday without 
pay in order to extend the session for 
three days, but the thrifty members almost 
unanimously 4Gisagreed with him. This 
means that all the rest of the work of the 
legislature will have to be done by mid- 
night next Wednesday. 

The resolution to pay $1,800 for the Bla- 
lock investigation came up at the night gses- 
sion, and led to a somewhat fiery debate. 
Severa] of the members said that the res- 
olution which originally created the com- 
mittee had been passed with the under- 
standing that they were to do their work 
free of charge. Representative West said 
that the house had been deceived in the 
matter, and this charge on his part almost 
brought him into a personal encounter with 
ex-Governor Boynton, one of the members 
of the committee. Chairman Blalock made 
a spirited defense of the committee, and 
after a little further discussion the reso- 
lution was adopted nnd the bill ordered 
paid. The Pope Brown committee got $2380 
for its work. 


A New School of Thought. 


Before the adjournment of the day’s ses- 
sion of the house a communication was 
read from Rev. E. Payson Walton, genera! 
agent of the Ontological Society, whose 
residence is at the Delbridge hotel in At- 
lanta. The doctor’s communication wag in 
the nature of an introduction to a new 
school of philosophy to the legislature. He 
claims the BYble as its author—it disclaims 
all partyisms in its religious bearings—that 
it expands the sphere of religious fellow- 
ship to universal or racial dimensions. 

The new system, he says, has been elab- 
orated by the late Henry James, of Mas- 
sachusetts, and the Ontological Society 
has undertaken the republication of his 
works, Dr. Walton claims that among the 
most distinguished disciples of this school 
were Governors Alexander H. Stephens and 
Herschel V. Johnson, of Georgia, and he 
wishes to inform the legislature and the 
public generally that he is prepared to dis- 
cuss the question should anyone wish fur- 
ther information concerning the Georgia 
branch which is soon to be organized in 
Atlanta under his direction. 

A Card from Mr. Trammell.

“Atlanta, Ga., December 9, 1897.—Bditor 
Constitut‘on: In your issue of the &th in- 
stant, page 7, in your report of the pro- 
ceedings of the legislature, under the head 
of ‘Commissioners’ Salaries,’ I read the 
following: 

“Mr. Blalock then fired into the rail- 
road cOmmiéissioners in warm style. He 
made bitter charges of lobbying and in- 
timated that money had been spent on this 
very qvestion. He said that but for out- 
side interference the bill woyld have easily 
passed.’

ADJOURNED WITHOUT KNOWING IT 


Dodson Insurance Bill Believei To Be 
Too Dead To Consider—New Reg- 
istration Law Goes Through.

Old Father Time was indirectly responsi- 
ble for the loss of a day’s session by the 
senate yesterday. The convict bill reached 
the senate, 
consumed in discussion of other matters, 
it was the intention of Senator Berner to 
ho'd a night session, at which time head- 
way could be made on the convict Dill. 
Senator Golightly was in the chair. and 
President Berner on the floor, when one 
clock showed three minutes to 1:30, the 
extended time of adjournment. The other 
clock indicated exactly 1:30. Chairman Go- 
lightly glanced at the more rapid of the 
time pieces and adjourned the senate until 
10 o'clock thig morning before Mr. Berner 
could make a motion for a night session. 

To regain this session it is President Ber- 
ner’s intention to move that Sunday be 
made dies non and adjournment taken until 
Monday. This will give the senate five 
days for action on the bill. It will have 
a first reading today, be referred to the 
penitentiary committee, read a second time 
Saturday, and probably discussed Monday. 
It is rumored that the senate will con- 
sider and pass the bill in one day, but it 
may be that the committee will want to 
stick on reformatory and central peniten- 
tiary amendments, which will consume 
time. The reformatory will probably pass 
the senate, but the central penitentiary 
provision will hardly do so. Senator Carter 
will offer a substitute employing conv:cts 
on public works and roads. President Ber- 
ner believes it will be possible for all this 
to be accomplished in five days, but in 
the cause of prudence will press his mo- 
tion as told above: 

A New Registration Law. 

The senate revived the bill of Senator 
Wooten changing the present registration 
method, and after an animated discussion 
passed it by a vote of 29 to 9. The measure 
is almost completely revolutionary of the 
present system, placing nearly the entire 
power now vested in registrars in the 
hands of the ordinary. Senator Redwine 
moved a reconsideration, and the cham- 
ber consented. Immediately afterwards 4 
slashing debate commenced on It. 

Senators Everett and Turner spoke in fa- 
vor of the measure, declaring the present 
mode too clumsy, and emphasizing the 
necessity for a reform. The principal op- 
ponents of the bill were Senators Hopkins 
and B. F. Walker, of the eighteenth, who 
based their apposition On the ground that 
it was unwise to confer such power on 
the ordinary, who was generally a candi- 
date for re-election, and who wis thus 
given the authority to pass on the qualifi- 
cations of voters. Senators Strothers and 
Everett both believed the bill would be the 
means of saving each county large suins 
of money. Senaior Wooten explained the 
provisions of the measure, claiming that it 
simplified election procedure. After a clus- 
ing speech by Senator Golightly, strongly 
in favor of the bill, it passed by a vote of 
29 to 9. A-strange feature of the vote was 
that populists as weil as democrats ballvut- 
ed for the measure. 

Law Reform Goes Through. 

One of the law reform bills introduced at 
the request of the State Bar Association 
giving the state and accused the same 
number of peremptory strikes in criminal 
trials next came up. Senator Battle, in 
explanation, said that the atate was often 
at the mercy of the defense, and this bill 
contemplated putting them on an equa.ity. 
Under the present system, ihe Senator 
said it would be easy with a picked jury 
to set free a defendant. He charged the 
fault with the lax methods of the enforce- 
ment of the law. There was no decided 
opposition to the Dill and it finally passed 
by a vote of 23 to -16. 

Another of the bar association bills to 
reach the senate was the one permitting 
amendment in criminal as well as civil in- 
dietments. It was stated by Senator Go- 
lightly that frequently guilty criminals es- 
caped because of a legal flaw in the indict- 
ment, something that could be remedied by 
this measure. Senator Shropshire argued 
that should the bill pass solicitors general 
would be given the power to introduce 
amendments in indictments without the ap- 
proval of grand juries, and also that the 
officers hired by the state should be com- 
petent to perform their duty without mak- 
ing provision for their possible ignorance 
in law forms. The senator denounced the 
present clamor for reform as groundless. 
He grew eloquent in his arraignment of the 
measure as impossible of enforcement. 

Mistake in Indictments. 

Senator Turner favored the bill on ac- 
count of its erudite source. Senator Brin- 
son did not believe the law was needed. 


Senator Battle wound up the debate with | 


the following pointed question: 

“Senators say if solicitors can't draw 
good bills of indictment turn them out. I 
ask the senator from the forty-second (Mr. 
Shropshire) did you never draw a paper 
that wouldn’t stand fire? If you haven't. 
you stand alone. When solicitors have twu 
or three hundred bills to draw in a week. 
mistakes will occur. The senator from the 
seventeenth (Mr. Brinson), who, as rumor 
has it, will soon be elevated to the bench, 
has pleaded hard with a judge to keep his 
papers in court, but couldn't. How many 
times have all of us had papers thrown out 
of court?’

Berner Bill Goes Over. 

The Berner bill, authorizing state banks 
to issue obligations to the extent of half 
their capital stock, redeemable in silver 
bullion, and authorizing the governor to 
have the state defend it in case it became 
a law, was put on its passage. Senator 
Turner opposed the bill on the same 
ground he had previously assumed, namely. 
that the bill wou!d conflict with federal 
enactments and could not be sustained in 
the courts. President Berner introduced 
decisions by the state supreme court, de- 
claring that such obligations were mere 
Promissory notes. and as such would not 
infringe the federal laws. Senator Turner 
offered for substitute a bi.] prohibiting any 
bank in the state from issuing “evidence 
of indebtedness”’ exceeding half their capi- 
tal stock. After a short strip of pungent 
debate the senate adjourned. 

It is probable that when the bill comes 
to a vote today it will pass the senate, al- 
though the oppos‘tion is both vigorous and 
effective. Senators Berne- and Atkinson 
will speak and their we!l-known oratorical 
powers are likely to make the day a notable 
one, in point of attendance at least. 


THE HOUSE ACTS ON MANY BILLS 


Passage of the Convict Bill Opens the 
Door to Other Important Measures. 
When the convict bill was passed there 

were more members in the hall than had 

ever assembied there on any other day 
during the session. The hall was full, but 
eight seats being vacant in the large cham- 
ber.

Before the bill was put on its passage a 

conference was held among the leaders. 

It was well khown that something less than 

a hundred amendments had been prepared 

to be offered to the bill when it was taken 

up. The leaders decided to promptly shut 
out all amendments. 

At, 11 o’clock the last fight on the celebrat- 
ed bill was made. Before it was taken up 
the doorkeeper and the sergeant at arms 
were instructed to go out and bring in all 
the members. The bill was then read as 
emended. Over half an hour was consum- 
ed in reading the bill. Mr. Fogarty offered 
an amendment to the bill. Mr. Charters 
raised the point of order that the bill had 
been considered by sections and perfected 
and that no more amendments to sections 
were in order. 

Fought to the Last Ditch. 

Mr. Fogarty said that he would offer 
the amendment to the perfected bill and 
not to any particular section. The speaker 
ruled out the amendment and ordered the 
roll call to proceed, in the way shutting 
cut all debate and useless talk. Mr. West 
objected to what he called gag law. He 
said he thought the house should be al- 
lowed to talk upon the measure. 

Mr. Whipple asked Mr. West if he 
thought the house had been gagged on the 
convict question. The laughter was so loud 
over this amusing proposition that Mr. 
West’s answer could not be heard. Mr. 
Hall, of Coweta, moved that the house give 
unanimous consent to Mr. West to debate 
the question. This was done. Mr. Oliver, 
of Burke. moved that Mr. West be given 
an unlimited time in which to speak. . 

Mr. West proceeded with his speech. He 
said that the convict bill was radically 
wrong. He thought the discrimination in 
the bill would kill it. 

After Mr. West had concluded his speech 
the roll was called on the vote, When the 
roll was almost finished Mr., Wight, of 
Dougherty, arose and said that he was 
against the bill, but he understood from a 
gentleman who was keeping tally of the 
vote that on.y one vote was needed to 
complete the eighty-eight necessary to pass 
the measure. While he was much opposed 
to the measure, he did not wish to take 
the responsibility for defeating it. The few 
gentlemen who followed Mr. V"ght voted 
the same way and the bill was passed by 
a vote of five more than was necessary. 
The vote stood: Ayes 93, nays 70. 

The Afternoon Session. 

The afternoon session furnished one of 
the hottest and most interesting fights that 
bas occurred ip the iegislature. The Bia- 
lock committee, the famous body that has 
provided the state with so many sensa- 
tions, was the cause of the clash in the 
house. Te hous® spent the first part of 
the aiternoon in passing minor appropria- 
tions. 

The last appropriation resolution was one 
to pay $1,800 for the per diem mileage and 
clerk hire of the speciai inveatigating -om- 
mittee. There was some opposition to pay- 
ing the money because it had been under- 
stood that the committee of iive was will- 
ing to serve free of cost. In the discussion 
of the resolution the excitement ran high 
and at one time it looked as if a personal 
dificuity would occur. 

Mr. Phinizy, of Richmona, objected to 
paying the money on the ground that at 
the time the resolution talling for the in- 
vercigation was passed tlie statement had 
been mad that it would not cost a cent. 
Mr. Johnson, cf Hail, said that while the 
resolutions had v.ot called for an appropria- 
tion, Georgia was not a pauper, and he 
thought the members of the committee 
should be paid for the services they had 
done to the state. He thought the commit- 
tee head done good service. 

(Mr. West, of Lowndes, spoke In explana- 
tion of his position. He had thovght all 
along that the (investigation would be 
made without cast.

Fersonal Difficulty Threatened. 


“When the resolution calling for the ap- 
pointment of this committee was passed I 
understcod from a gentleman of the com- 
mittee that there would be no per diem, 
mileage or cost of any kind to the state. 
I was deceived. It was plainly stated by 
Mr. Blalock at that time that the resolu- 
tion carried with it no aygpropriation. I 
was opposed to the resolution until then, 
but withdrew my objectior when that: 
statement was made, believing that there 
wculd be no cost, but I was dece‘ved.’’ 

Judge Boynton, of Spalding, sprang up 
and drawing his soldierly form to its 
fvll height, heecrlled to Mr. West in tones 
quivering with rage: 

“Do you refer to me, sir.”’ 

“No. gir, I did mot intend the reference 
for you,’’ sa‘d Mr. West, 

“Well, sir, you will be kind enough not 
to refer to me In any way,’ said Mr. Boyn- 
ton, very warmly. 

This short but exciting clash stirred the 
house. Mr. West.concluded hfs remarks 
and then Mr. Blalock, of Fayette, arose 
and replied as follows: 

“I trust that this house will pardon me 
for a few moments. 1 trust that I have suf- 
ficient ability to meet the argument of the 
gentleman from Lowndes with the same 
spirit of frankness due one member by an- 
other. I think I have too much manliness 
in my nature to take notice of the remarts 
of the gentleman from Lowndes. I not!fy 
this house and the <¢entleman from 
Lowndes that the man he says tried to de- 
ceive this house, even though 
he be from Fayette, a2 man who

is above taking notice of the remarks of 


the gentleman from Lowndes.” 

“Did you not tell me here that this in- 
vestigation would not cost a cent?” asked 
Mr. West. 

“I don’t care if t @d say it. I-can prove 
that this investigation brought into the 
state thousands of dollars more 
than this appropriation. All Sore the 1a 
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I do not care whether this money is paid 
or not.”’ 

Mr. Longley, of Troup, asked Mr. Bla- 
lock if $4,000 had not been saved the state 
Mr. Blalock said 
he did not care to refer to the tag ques- 
tion, as it might seem that he was casiing 
reflections upon a gentleman. Mr. Bila- 
lock said: 

“T had rather. God being my judge, that

Mr. Bond, of Madison, made an eloquent 
plea in favor of the payment of the money. 
He spoke of the great and valuable ser- 
vices that had been performed by the com- 
mittee and said that Georgia should pay 
her honest debts.

Oil on Troubled Waters. 

Mr. West, of Lowndes, arose to a question 
of personal privilege and said: 

“I am sorry that the gentleman from 
Fayette became piqued at my remarks. I 
made no charge against his honesty—I 
merely told what he had said. I have 
stood here and argued that the laborer 
was worthy of his hire. I did not charge 
that the gentleman from Fayette had de- 
signedly tried to deceive me, but I was 
honestly led to believe that there would not 
be one cent of cost attached to this in- 
vestigation.”’ 

Mr. Dickerson, of Clinch, said that the 
house had paid the mileage and per diem 
for the two extra sessions, and also for the 
penitentiary committee which met in ad- 
journed session. He thought it would be 
unjust to wind up the close of the session 
without paying the expenses of Mr. Blalock 
and his committee for the services they 
had rendesed, even if the chairman of the 
committee had said that the investigation 
would be made without cost. 

The previous and main questions were 
ordered and the aye and nay vote taken. 
The vote was 115 to 0 in favor of paying 
the Blalock committee.

The howse unanimously accepted an in- 
vitation from the Fulton Club to attend 
the lecture at the Columbia theater tonight 
by Mr. Lucian L. Knight, on “Henry W. 
Grady.’ Adjournment was then taken. 
The Night Session. 


The first part of the night session was 
dull. The house passed a resolution to pay 
the per diem and mileage of Members 
James Stapleton and J. H. Polhill, the two 
who now occupy the seats of the two popu- 
list members who were unseated some time 
ago. The two new members were voted 
pay for the two full sessions, although 
they have served but twenty days. Then 
the house voted money to pay David Heard 
for his services as porter. Mongy was ap- 
propriated to pay the salary of Richard 
Johnson, pension commissioner, for fifteen 
days, for which he had not been paid. 

The house made an earnest but ineffect- 
ual effort to add two more days to the 
present session. After today there will be 
but three working days, as Saturday is not 
considered a working day. because the 
members are always away from the capitol 
on that day. 

Mr. Charters, of Lumpkin, made a move 
to. adjourn tonight until Monday and not 
consider Saturday and Sunday legislative 
days, in this way adding Thursday and 
Friday at the end of the session next 
week, making five days for this session in- 
stead of three. The resolution follows: 

“Resolved by the house, the senate con- 
curring, that the general 
Georgia, when it adjourns on the 10th day 
of December, 1897, shall stand aljourned 
until the 13th day of December, 1897. 

“Resolved further, That the llth and 12th 
days of December, 1897, shall not be count- 
ed as legislative days and no per diem shall 
be paid the members of the general as- 
sembly for those days.”’ 

The average legislator objects to skipping 
a day without getting the per diem and the 
resolution was promptly voted down. 

To Have Four-Year Terms. 

The house took favorable action ‘on .the 
bill by Mr. Webb, of Cherokee, providing 
for an increase from two to four years in 
the terms of the governor and state offi- 
cers. The bill had been adversely reported 
and Mr. Webb moved to disagree to this 
unfavorable report. 

Mr. Webb explained the provisions of his 
bill. He gaid that it should be passed, as 
it would most certainly be beneficial to the 
country. He said: 

“These elections every two years disturb 
the business of the state and are very 
harmful! to our interests. They should not 
be held oftener than four years. 
come the custom to give the governor two 
terms and I think the best way is to elect 
him for four years and make him ineligible 
for another term. If this was done it 
would do away with a great deal of dis- 
satisfaction among the people. It is a sim- 
ple business proposition and [ am sure 


‘that if my bill were to become a law the 


state would be saved $50,000 a year.” 

Mr. Cole, of Carroll, sail: 

“The governor should not be allowed to 
serve but one term. Everybody knows 
that the governor makes a large number of 
appointments, all with a view to Strength- 
ening himself for a second term. ‘thése are 
important appointments and they should 
not be given away for pulitical reasons. 
I do not charge that it is wrong for the 
governor to do this. It is human nature. 
and the governor is but human. We would 
all do it. But the oppor tunity shou'd be 
taken away. The governor gets two terms 
of two years each and why not give him 
one term of four years”’

The Convict Bill. 

Yesterday the house passed a convict 
bfll—a matter with which it has been 
struggling for some time. The meas- 
ure is not all that it should be—it is not 
precisely what the public sentiment otf 
the state demands—but it is better than 
no bill at all. 

There has been no charge of. inhu- 
manity by the private lessees, but the 
sentiment of the state is opposed to the 
system, believing that there is a juster 
and more profitable solution of the pe-

' nal problem. 


The bill adopted by the house is an 


| improvement over the present system in 


some respects. It gives a more emphat- 
ic shape to state supervision, and provides 
for the correction of some of the evils 
that have grown up during the past 
twenty years. It provides for the car- 
rying out of the law applying to misde- 
meanor convicts, and gives the convict 
commission authority to take this class 
of prisoners out of the hands of county 
commissioners who do not live up to the 
law. ~ 

The house bill will now go to the 
senate, where it will be considered, 
amended if necessary, and be sent back 
to the house in time to become a law 
before the term of the general assembly 
expires. 

As we have said, the proposed meas- 
ure is a distinct improvement on the 
present system, and seems to be made 
up of a series of compromises between 
those who favor the present law, and 
those who would see it abolished. Yet 
the compromises are in the direction of 
reform.

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We Smite Error. 

The Macon Telegraph, which cannot 
hide its republican claws, indorses most. 
heartily Mr. McKinley's plan to retire 
the greenbacks, and adds this remark- 
able statement: “The great drain on 
the gold reserve in times of panic is 
caused by the fact that under the pres- 
ent law greenbacks are redeemable in 
gold.” 

We characterize that statement as re- 
markable because it is a fresh and lead- 
ing example of the ignorance displayed 
by many who undertake to discuss the 
financial question. Neither the green- 
backs nor any other obligations of the 
government are redeemable in gold. For 
years the money power has been striv- 
ing.to have the law changed so that the 
government notes and bonds shall be re- 
deemable in gold. But the effort has 
always failed. The law remains today 
just as it was. All the obligations of 
the government are payable in “coin.” 
and even in the stress of war, congress 
refused to issue gold bonds, and refused 
again, most pointediy, when Cleveland 
and Carlisle made an effort to secure 
gold bonds for the syndicate. 

We do not refer to this matter in the 
hope of enlightening The Macon Tele- 
graph; its case is hopeless: but its un- 
blushing statement might be the. means 
of deceiving some who are not familiar 
with the facts. More than that. it is 
a part of our business to run down error 
—especially when it is in the interest of 
the people to do so. 

The first president to redeem green- 
backs in gold was Cleveland He may 
not be the last, but we think he’ll be 
next to the last. With a democratic 
president in the white house, the raids 
on the treasury would stop without any 
change in the law; for the law author- 
izes the government to redeem the 
#reenbacks and treasury notes in silver. 


A Device for Picking Cotton. 


One of the most original devices to 
facilitate the picking of cotton emanates 
from the fertile brain of Mr. C. A. Wii- 
son, of Lincoln county, Oklahoma, and is 
thus described: 

A narrow boat, with a canopy to shade 
the cotton pickers from the sun, is mounted 
upon broad, flat runners. The boat is 
probably twenty inches deep. At each end 
is an iron ring, to which a steady horse is 
hitched. The pickers, usually two, get into 
the boat, start the horse between two rows 
of cotton, and with searcely any bending 
and no carrying of heavy sacks, ridein ease 
while they work. It is claimed that a per- 
son who can pick 150 pounds with a sack 
can pick 200 pounds with a boat, for the 
reason that no time is wasted putting the 
cotton into the sack, the picker dropping 
it loose in the bottom of the boat. Invent- 
or Wilson already has secured a patent 
for his cotton boat. Several of them will 
be sent to southern states this week, where 
they will be exhibited in the cotton fields. 

Whatever the merits of the above 
described invention may be, our south- 
ern farmers can hardly fail to take deep 
interest in whatever promises to lessen 
the hardships incident to farm life. Of 
course the invention will be thoroughly 
tested, and if there is anything in it, 
it will certainly become popular in the 
south. 


A Shallow FPretext. 

As a pretext for ignoring the solemn 
declaration of its platform in regard to 
Cuba, the republican party now raises 
the cry that circumstances during the 
past twelve nxoths have materially 
changed the situation in Cuba, and that 
Spain should be given more time for 
bringing hostilities on the island to a 
close. Such is the contradictory atti- 
tude which the present administration 
assumes; and republican newspapers 
which up to this time have been loyal 
to the cause of suffering Cuba now 
chime in the chorus of partisan indorse- 
ment called forth by the announcement 
of the administration’s policy. 

In what respect has the situation in 
Cuba changed during the past year ex- 
cept for the worse? Certainly it can- 
not be affirmed that the cause of free- 
dom on the island is extinguished or 
that the Cuban patriots are less bent 
upon achieving their independence of 
Spain. Suffering has only made them 
more defiant; and, instead of giving up 
the cause which they have nourished 
with their blood and valor for the past 
three years, they intend to fight it out 
without compromise or surrender. No 
one who has studied the character of 
recent events on the island can doubt 
for a moment that Cuba is still alive 
with the spirit of liberty. 

Nor can it be affirmed that the situ- 
ation in Cuba is less abhorrent on the 
score of Spanish brutality. True it is 
that General Weyler has been recalled 
by the home government, and that Gen- 
eral Blanco, who is credited with being 
more humane, has succeeded him; but 
there is, stages aorang privation 


reason to espouse the cause of 
when the republican party met in con- 
vention last year and solemnly pledged 
its influence in behalf of Cuban inde- 
pendence, there ig even better reason 
for espousing the cause of the unhappy 
island at this time. 

As to the misleading offer of home 
rule, which the Sagasta ministry has re- 
cently made to Cuba, it needs only to be 
said that the offer carries with it no 
pledge of autonomy or genuine reform, 
and is simply the last recourse of Spain 
to secure control of her colony. Un- 
able to subdue the insurgents in open 
combat she has found herself compelled 
to resort to other tactics; and under 
the smooth veil of diplomacy she is now 
seeking to accomplish by alleged reforms 
what she has wholly failed to accomplish 
by butchery. Is it surprising that 
Spain at this crisis should seek to win 
her colony back by making offers of 
home rule? Consider what she has 
lost during the past few years in 
Cuba! Up to the present time she has 
sent over to Cuba not less than 300,000 
men, at a total cost to the government 
of $300,000,000. On account of the 
constant drain upon the resources of 
the empire which the war in Cuba has 
‘necessitated, business of every kind has 
felt the touch of its paralyzing influence; 
and in view of the critical condition of 
affairs in Spain, it is not surprising 
that the aid of diplomacy should be in- 
voked. But to show the utterly spuri- 
ous character of the reforms which 
Spain holds out to Cuba, it is only nec- 
essary to cite the fact that the gist of 
these reforms is to put the government 
into Spain's absolute control and to 


fasten the shackles of bondage more se- 


curely upon the island. But the Cuban 
patriots are not to be misled by the de- 
ceptive cry of autonomy. 

Is Spain entitled to any. consideration 
from this government on the score ot 
alleged reforms which seek to pacify 
Cuba at the expense of her freedom? On 
the contrary, there is all the more rea- 
son for prompt and vigorous action on 
the part of this government; and yet the 
republican party, in spite of its platform 
declaration. not only refuses at this 
crisis fo aid the cause of suffering Cuba. 
but deliberately plays into the hands 
of Spain. The pretext that circumstances 
have brought about material changes in 
the situation is too light and flimsy to 
satisfy the intelligent patriotism of the 
American people, 


Florida and National Quarantine. 

If there is any gtate in the union which 
should favor the adoption of some Nna- 
tional quarantine measure it is the state 
of Florida. On account of its exposure 
at all points to contagious diseases im- 
ported from other countries, the state 
is liable at any time to become the prey 
of serious epidemics. 

Although it may have fared much bet- 
ter than other states during the recent 
yellow fever invasion, there is nothing 
in this fortunate escape which pledges 
immunity for the future. 

Instead of favoring the adoption of 
some national quarantine measure, how- 
ever, most of the leading heaith officials 


of Florida advocate simply government, 


co-operation with state control; and 
Governor Bloxham is among the number 
who advocates this proposition. As 
far as it goes, there can be no objection 
to disposing of the problem in this man- 
ner; but a uniform system satisfactory 
to commerce is not apt to be the prod- 
uct of it. The most serious objection 
to national control offered by the healtb 
authorities of Florida is based upon the 
idea that the government will exercise 
its jurisdiction through the marine hos- 
pital service, which, it is claimed, is 
wofully inefficient. Of course there 
are various other methods which the 
government could adopt to combat the 
spread of epidemics besides enlarging 
the scope of the marine hospital ser- 
vice, and the view of the _ subject 
which extends no further’ than this 
is entirely too restricted. No quaran- 
tine measure can be put upon the coun- 
try without being first thoroughly dis- 
cussed in all of its bearings and rela- 
tions by our national lawmakers. 

What the country needs is the power 
of the federal government brought to 
bear upon the regulation of quarantine 
measures, insuring uniform regulations 
and preventing serious interruption to 
commerce and travel. At the present 
time the government exercises quaran- 
tine jurisdiction solely over ports of en- 
try and takes no hand wnaatever in reg- 
vlating internal quareutine matters. In 
view of the widespread demoralization 
brought about by the multiplicity of 
conflicting quarantine measures during 
the past few months. there is urgent 
cause throughout this section for advo- 
eating the adoption of national regula- 
tions. The adoption of such regula- 
tions should bring about no essential 
antagonism between state and federal 
authorities, but. would probably insure 
results altogether beyond the reach of 
state boards. During the present ses- 
sion of congress the matter will no 
doubt come up for discussion, and as 
most of the states in this section strong- 
ly advocate the adoption of national 
aquerantine regulation, it Is more than 
likely that some measure providing for 
such regulation will be enacted.

Nothing Short of a 25 Per Cent Cut 
Will Help Them. 


THIS WOULD BRING ON A BIG STRIKE 


Natural Advantages of South and Low 
Wages Here Will Close East- 
ern Mills. 


Boston, December 8.—Although Boston is 
the center of the totton mill business of” 
New England, the men prominently con- 
nected with the trade would have little to 
say concerning the action of the Fall River 
manufacturers in voting to reduce wageg 
beginning January 1st. 

The treasurer of one of the Fall River, 
mills, who is willing to discuss the mate: 
ter, said he regarded this cut as the _be-, 
ginning of a serious time, not only for the the: 
Fall River print mills, but for all the cot-' 
ton mills in New England. The key to! 
the whole situation, he said, is the relative: 
cheapness of southern labor, which could 
mot be better shown than by the fact that 
it costs the same mill in Georgia or North 
Carolina 3% cents to produce a pound of 
material, and in New England 6 cents. ”* 

With this fact in mind it is evident that 
the cut of 10 per cent fs not going to help 
matters much, and the only thing thar 
will do any good at present will be a radi- 
cal cut of, say 2 or % per cent. This 
would inevitably bring on a strike; but, 
with a cut of 1 to or ll per cent, he says, 
there would be little likelihood of a strike, 
as the operatives are well acquainted with 
the conditions, and know that a reduction 
of some kind is necessary. 

Even this would still leave a difference 
of about 25 per cent on the cost of the le- 
bor in favor of southern mills, too great a 
difference to struggle against successfully, 

South Has Natural Advantages. 

In the first place, says this treasurer, the 
southern mills have every natural advan- 
tage; they have cheaper cotton and less 
burdensome taxation. Some of the big 
mills in Fall River, for instance, have @ 
yearly payment of $10,000, $15,000 and even 
$20,000 In taxes to make; whereas in Geor- 
gia and North Carolina the mills are, in 
many instances, exempted from taxation 
for ten or twelve years. 

It is in labor, nowever, the great differ- 
ence lies, according to the official quoted, 
for the labor in the south is as good as it 
is here, and taKén as a whole, is about 33° 
per cent cheapér. The southern laborérs 
have had about tem years’ training in mills 
started by experienced cotton manufactur- 

ers, and attend as many machines and turn 
ee just as good work as operatives in the 
New England mills. 

Another great advantage the ‘southern 
mills have is not being hanmpered by legis- 
lation. In Massachusetts the ‘hours of la- ~~ 
borers are limited to fifty-eight a week, 
while in the south they are unlimited. 

The only hope for the New England mills, 
according to the speaker, is elther in the 
impgbvement in the print cloth market, or 
in general evening-up of conditions be- 
tween the north and the south. 

Reductions Are Discussed. 

New Bedford, Mass., December 9.—The 
cotton manufacturers here refuse to dis- 
cuss yesterday's action of the Fal) River 
manufacturers in voting to reduce the 
wages of their 27,000 operatives January 
ist. Several rumors have been in circula- 
tion that a reduction will be made here, 
but they lack coniirmation. 

Fall River, iMss., December 9.—Every- 
body is waiting for the presentation of the 
new schedule of wages which the mill men’s 
committee has been given authority to put 
into effect. The general belief is the cut- 
down will be about 11 per cent, though this 


cannot be definitely stated.

TAKES A NEW TURN 


Situation Is Materially Changed by 
Yesterday's Discovery. 


A NEW STATUTE IS FOUND 


City Has No Right To Tax Wholesalers 
and Druggists $500. ‘as 


JUDGE ANDERSON GIVES AN OPINION 


Those Who Pay Ad Valorem Cannot 
Be Taxed Over $50—Ordinance 
Will Be Changed. 


If some smart lawyer engaged in this 
liquor controversy had cast his eagle eye 
athwart the city code some time ago he 
might have discovered a surprising little 
statute labeled section 15%, which would 
have saved lots of lung exertion and com- 
mittee dickering and established the fact 
the compromise ordinance adopted by the 
police and ordinance committees is entire- 
ly illegal and could never become a law. 
The city has no more right to tax drug 
Stores and wholesale liquor dealers $500 
than to tax goats in the Rocky mountains. 
The law is clearly against it. 

Mayor Collier happened to stumble across 
this particular statute yesterday. He im- 
mediately came to the concluison that a 
snag had been struck and called up City 
Attorney Judge Anderson. He had over- 
looked this section, too, and has decided 
that the measure as adonted by the com- 
mittee and that has beea fought so hard 
by the wholesalers and diuggists could not 
become a law. As far as license is con- 
cerned, therefore, the latter dealers have 
won a good-sized victory over the saloon- 
ists. 

Registration, or ad valorem; that is the 
qu@stion. If the city charges ad valorem 
they cannot charge over $0 registration. 
if they charge $200 registration they can- 
not charge ad valorem. No dealer paying 
ad valorem can be made to pay over $50 
registration. The question for the city to 
now decide is whether $50 and ad valorem 
would bring greater revenue than $200 with- 
out ad valorem. No matter which decision 
is made the dealers are safe. There is no 
danger of them having to pay any $600 
license, and it is most probable their license 
will remain. $50. Such is the law in a nut 
sheil. This announcement will bring great 
joy to the disheartened druggists and 
wholesalers who thought they were going 
to have to fork up $5w or quit the whisky 
business. 

The Newly Discovered Statuie. 

Here is the iaw nugget wa.:ch Mayor Col- 
lier ran across yesterday: 


“Be it further enacted, That section 26

fere or repeal sections 27, 28, 29, 30 and 31 
of an act entitled an act tp establish a new 
charter for the city of Atlanta, approved 
February 28, 1874, which said named sec- 
tions referred to authorize said city to levy 
and to collect tax on the retail of ardent 
spirits, theatrical companies or perform- 
ances or other exhibitions, billiard tables, 
ten pin alleys, nine pin alleys or alleys of 
any kind, etc., brokerage business, pawn 
brokers and itinerant traders.

Dear Sir: I am 
unable to find anything in the charter of 
the city that clearly confers power to re- 
quire a registration tax of more than 
$200 on dealers in liquors, other than retail 
dealers in spirituous and malt liquors.

tion 284 authorizes registration tax not ex- 
ceeding $500 on retail dealers in malt liquors. 
Section 285 (which is a part of the act of 
September 4, 1889) gives power and authori- 
ty to regulate the sale of liquor at whole- 
sale. Section 156 of the charter, to which 
you called my attention this afternoon, 
fixes $200 as the maximum registration tax 
to be required of business’ where there is 
no special charter authority to charge 
more. J do not believe the power to regu- 
late expressed in section 285 of the charter 
enlarges the power of taxation. in view 
of the fact that another section of the 
game act fixes the‘maximum of registration

“Tl think in. view of these facts it will be 
well for the committee which has this mat- 
ter under consideration to look to the ques- 
tion of whether it will be productive of 
more revenue to levy a $50 registration tax 
and an ad valorem tax on these dealers or 
to levy $200 registration t and omit the 
ad valorem tax. Of course it will be easy 
to see the amount each will return for 
taxation and it is only a matter of calcu- 
lation to determine which will pay the 
most. Of course the othér regulations 
which the committee bas recommended 
are not affected by this legal question. 
You will remember that the $500 license 
proposition was sprung suddenly at the 
committee meeting and the question of 
maximum tax limit did not occur to me.

Finance Committee Will Decline Release 
if Retuns Ate Too Small

COUNTY IS SHY ABOUT $5,000,000 


Only Those Who Make Their Returns 
and Ask for Release Will Be 
Allowed To Escape Double 
Tax by Paying Before 
December 19th. 


The defaulting taxpayers who have since 
made returns for their property with an 
application for release from double tax 
will be released by the county board if the 
payments are made before December 19th, 
the board to approve the returns. 

Should the returns be for an amount 
smaller than the finance committee thinks 
the property worth, the finance committee 
will decline to approve of the returns, and 
the clerk of the board will not be authorized 
to sign the release. 7 

This action of the board, which was taken 
yesterday in a special session, means that 


all defaulters who have given good reasons 
for their tardiness, who have made out 
returns and at the same time have filed an 


returns meets with the approval of the 
finance committee. The finance committee, 
of which Judge E. B. Rosser is chairman, 
has the authority to exercise a large 
amount of discretion in the matter, and it 
remains with the committee as to who will 
be excused and who will not. Under the 
resolution adopted by the board yesterday 
afternoon, Judge Rosser has the authority 
to say whether or not'a return has been 
made for the proper valuation of the 
property. 

When the board met yesterday afternoon 
the desk of Clerk Kontz was piled high 
with applications from defaulters who ask- 
ed to be relieved from the payment of the 
double tax. The applications represented 


in both the city and the’ county, and the 
commissioners were at first loath to adopt 
the resolution providing for the release 
with its several conditions. 

After some discussion, however, the reso- 
lution was adopted, and Judge Rosser, 
chairman of the finance committee, was 
ordered to act as the censor of the board 
in approving the applications. 

‘“T don't want to have all of this au- 
thority,” said Judge Rosser. “I will never 
get through with the work, and I will have 
my life almost worried out of me by per- 
sons who have defaulted. I want 
finance committee to come to my aid, and 
I dogpot think the whole Burden should be 
thrown on me alone.” 

Chairman Adair assured Judge Rosser 
that if he would act in this capacity 
the finance committee would aid him in 
every way possible. 

Judge Rosser then called the finance com- 
mittee together and asked that the co- 
operation promised by the chairman be 
extended at once. 


The Report of Mr. Malone. 

Clerk of the Board Kontz then announced 
that the report of Expert Accountant Ma- 
lone had been furnished him, and that he 
would read it to the board. The report, 
which represents the work of Mr. Malone 
since he was appointed by the board to 
examine the tax digest and make out a 
list of tax defaulter§ for the year, was 
then read, and it created a great deal of 
comment from the members of the board, 
as the figures pees Ys were far in excess of 
anything the commissioners 
dreamed of. 

“Why, I can hardiy believe the report,”’’ 
said Commissioner Spalding. “The figures 
are far above anything I ever dreamed 
would have occurred, and I can’t under- 
stand the situation for the life of me. The 
report shows that many who paid their 
taxes to the city at $30,000 have only walk- 
ed across the street end paid the county on 
$3,000. If the good people of the north side 
were to succeed in carrying the city hall 
across the railroad, I don’t believe the 
county. would get a cent of taxes at the 
present rate.” ‘ 

‘That is a mechanical’ problem,” said 
Chairman Adair. “If in going sixty-five 
feet, $80,000 becomes only $3,500, what would 
it be if the taxpayer had to cross the rail- 
road tracks and go several blocks?’’ 

“The county would get nothing,” replied 
Commissioner Spalding.

The report of Expert Accountant Malone 


‘shows the startling figures that the county 


is shy just about $6,000,000, 
‘Re report as read yesterday before the 
board is as follows: 


“To the Honorable Board of County Com- 

missioners—inclosed piease find statement 
Of state and county tax defaulters for the 
year 1897. I have checked the state and 
county digest with the city digest and 
where I could not find the name of the 
taxpayer on the county buvoek that was en- 
tered on the city books, I put him down as 
a defaulter, giving the amount of the tax 
return as shown by the city books. 
“I -have no doubt but that a great many 
that I have put down ag defaulters have, 
since I oommenced making out the report, 
mad@e their returns to the tax collector, as 
the press has on several occasions called 
attention to the fact that the defaulters 
were being looked after. 

“You will find at the last part of each 
letter, commencing with the letter A, a 
statement showing the difference between 
returns made the city and state and coun- 
ty. It must be remembered that the city 
has tax assessors, whose sworn duty it is 
to assess real estate at its market value, 


but in some instances the assessment is 
more than the taxpayer thinks it should 
be, therefore, in making his returns to the 
State and county, he is supposed to give 
in under oath what his real estate is worth, 
but in a great many cases the returns do 
not amount to one-half what the city as- 
sessments-are. In such cases, I have made 
a list showing the difference between the 
city and the state and county. 

“In regard to personal property there 
should be no difference between the city 
and the state and county, but you will see 
by the report that there are a great many 
cases where a much less amount is given 
dn to the state and county ‘than to the city. 

‘‘There are also several hundred real es- 
tate tax defaulters on the city tax asses- 
sor’s books, which could not be 
by checking the two digests. In nearly 
every case where a party fails to return 
their city tax, they also fail to return their 
State and county tax. | 

“T would be glad to go through the as- 
sessor’s books and furnish you with a list 
of all the names, which I know will mean 
hundreds of dollars to the county. 

‘There will also have to be a notice sent 
to each one of the parties whose names I 
have furnished you, notifying them to 
make their“returns for state and county 
taxes for the year 1897. I would like very 
much that you gentlemen give me this 
work, as I think I can reach them better 
than any one else, because I am familiar 
with the two digests and know better how 
and where to send them. There has been 
only seven country districts that sent in 
their reports. There should have been about 
seventeen. Those who sent in their reports 
are Cooks, Battle Hill,. Blackhall, Edge- 
wood. Oakgrove, Peachtree and South 
Bend. You will observe that the amount 
of real estate not returned amounts to 
$4,389,587: amount of personal property not 
returned is $1,539,717, also 4,166 poll taxes

THAT TAX ON MONDAY LENDERS

ORDINANCE WILL BE PROMPTLY KILLED 


The Lakewood Matter Is at Last Set- 
tled—Board Concurs in Other 
Matters from Council. 


The aldermanic board of city council] held 
its regular meeting at the city hall yester- 
day afternoon. Several matters of impor- 
tance were acted on. There was a full at- 
tendance, and Mayor Pro Tem. Dimmock 
presided. 

One of the features of the session was 
the turning down of the ordinance reduc- 
ing the tax on money lenders from $100 
and requiring all individuals interested in 
the business to pay an annual license of 
$25 per annum. This measure was passed 
at the last session of council, but from re- 
cent investigations it seems such a change 
would be a very poor investment for the 
city 

License Inspector Hunter has been in- 
vestigating the matter, and has found that 
should the ordinance become a law the 
city would lose exactly $1,500 annually in 
licenses from the money lenders. The reas- 
on ig that individual members of a corpora- 
tion cannot be taxed, the law allowing only 
one license to be collected from the con- 
cern, which in the eyés of the law is a 
separate individual. 

It is different with private firms. The 
city could tax each member and employee 
if so desired, as much as it pleased. Un- 
fortunately, however, most of the money 
lenders of Atlanta are chartered concerns, 
and the city would come out a large loser 
if the change were made. 

When this paper came up for considera- 
tion yesterday afternoon Alderman Hirsch 
moved that it be referred back to council 
and the tax committee for further inves- 
tigation. This means that the measure will 
be killed, and the original statute will prob- 
ably stand. 

That Lakewood Matter Settled. 

The fight between the city and the Lake- 
wood Park Amusement Company has at 
last been settled. The controversy has 
lasted for many weeks until the various 
committees of council are thoroughly tired 
of the matter, and hope they will never 
be called on to legislate on Lakewood 
again. 

Some time ago council agreed to remit 
the $209 rent due the city by the company. 
not to demand the $5,000 bond, but to re- 
quire the insurance of the buildings in fa- 
vor of the ¢gity to the amount of $4,00). 
This decision went to the aldermanic board, 
which promptly fired the same back to 
council without its approval. _ 

Council got on its dignity at the last ses- 


dermanic board, The board took up the mat- 
ter yesterday afternoon and by a vote of 
three to two decided to maintain the origi- 
nal decision. This report will no doubt be 
adopted by council, and the long drawn out 
controversy is at an end for the present.

RAILROAD MILBAGE 
- INALABAMA GROWS 


Sixty-Three and One-Half Miles Were 
Added During the Year. 


GROSS EARNINGS INCREASE 


Cost of Operating Was Greater in 1897 
Than It Was in 1896. 


IRON RAILS ARE BEING ABANDONED 


More Employees Killed and Injured 
and More Passenger Fatalities 
Than Before. 


Montgomery, Ala., December 9.—(Special.) 
The Alabama railroad commission today 
filed with the governor its seventeenth an- 
nual report. It shows that there are 3,524 
miles of main line and eight miles of 
double track under the dominion, of the 
commission, sixty-three and one-half miles 
having been added during the year. 

The gross earnings of the lines for the 
year agregate $13,739,061, an increase of al- 
most $630,000 over the previous year. 

The cost of operating railroads, not in- 
cluding taxes and interest on bonded in- 
debtedness, is increased $316,940.12 over pre- 
ceding year, which is 71 per cent of the 
showing a decrease of 1 
per cent in the proportion of operating ex- 
penses to earnings over the previous year. 

The assessed taxes cn railroad property 
in the state amounts to $45,261,153.91. 

The report shows the roads are rapidly 
abandoning the use of iron rails, there re- 


maining only 172 miles of iron rails in the * 


state. 

Eleven more employees were killed and 
seventy-five more injured this year than 
last, and twenty-nine more fatalities to 
passengers have resulted than did last 
year.

OOOLY WRITES LETTER 10 HARRISON 


Tt Gives Some Interesting Figures Re- 
| garding the Inside Workings. 
Matter May Come Up in the 
House Before the Ses- 
sion Ends. 


The sitting legislature has neglected few 
opportunities to scorch the ether with the 
warmth of its proceedings, but if it misses 
the chance that is now before it to create 
a hot state of affairs, it will lose its de 
gerved repute in the final days of its de- 

. Hberations. 

Yesterday the cool end of a hot wire was 
inserted into fhe proceedings of the house 
in the shape of a modest report from the 
committee on the Northeastern railroad, by 
Mr. Charters, of Lumpkin, setting forth 
that the roadbed and crossties were in a 
passable state of preservation and recom- 
mending that the road be sold at an upset 
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_to pluck their profit and to meet all out- 


price of $287,000. 

Maybe the sale of the road will become 
ah issue in the present house as a result of 
this recommendation; maybe not. In any 
wise, the matter is squarely before the 
house and if4t should come to final settle 
ment, there will be some lively disclosures 
made, which will open the eyes of the 
people of Georgia to one of the most amaz- 
ing pieces of mismanagement, if rot of cor- 
mption and fraud, \ the state has recently 
had experience with. 

Evidence of this sort of thing !n abundant 
form has already been supplied to several 

Well-known members of the house, and 
when the members reach the point of ask- 
fg about the result of the recent lease of 
the. Nertheastern road, this sensation will 
be. sprung. 

The ugly fiasco in which the Richards 
lease resulted is. the climax to what ap- 
pears to have been a scheme to make cap- 
ital out of the state’s property. All this 
story will be eminently germane to the 

’ questions which will be raised when the 
sale of the road comes up before the house. 
The little Northeastern road, ofter the 
Richards company failed to pay the rental 
and the state was forced to cance) the 
lease, reverted back to the state and has 
since been under the management of the 
slate’s agent, Mr. Rufus K. Reaves. The 
question now is, shall the state sell the 
road or continue to operate it. Having 
been so badly burned in its experience with 
the Richards crowd, there is no sort of like- 
lihood that another proposition to 'ease the 
line will be advanced. 

| The Richards Lease. 

The state is now suing the bondsmen of 
E4 A. Richards for the rental of the road 
fer two quarters. These suits will come up 
at the spring term of the Clark superior 
‘court, when the story of the Richards man- 
‘S§ement will be shown forth, even if it is 
Rot ventilated before the present legisla- 
ture, 

Mr, Martin H. Dooly, the well-known rail- 
moader of this city, who was for many 
years one of the most trusted :nen of the 
oid Western and Atlantic road, and who 
Managed the Northeastern under the Rich- 
ards lease, has submitted to several mem- 

‘bers of the house a copy of a letter which 
he wrote to Mr. James P. Harrison, one of 
the lessees, on October 5th last. This let- 
ter tells in straightforward language and 
figures taken from the books a story that 
will cause many eyes to open with wonder. 
It will offer some new light upon the de- 
fault of the lessees in the matter of rental. 

‘Mr. Dooly’s letter will lead many to be- 
Weve that the default in the payment of 

State’s rental was not due to any lack 

of finances. The figures show that of the 


net ®arning of the road and from other 
funds which the road had in hand thet— 
‘Twenty thousand three hundred and thir- 
ty-six dollars and sixty-eight cents was 
from the Northeastern’s pank ac- 
_ @Oint, which should have been on hand to 
Meet all the obligations of the lessees. 
. Where Did the Money Go? 
_ Where this good-sized piite went to, Mr. 
does not undertake to state. His

figures merely» show that in the face of | 
this fat sum had been checked out of the 
bank at Athens in which the lessees made 
their deposits and that when it should 
have -been avaliable to pay the state's 
claim it was missing—gone the Lord only 
knows where! ‘ ‘ 

Mr. Dooly was upaware of this state of 
affairs until it was far too late to remedy 
the trouble; tae money had been checked 
out without his knowledge. 

Mr. Dyoly’s figures show that during the 
period of the lease it was unusually pros- 
Porous. In fact, it never did so we!) before 
or since during a corresponding period, buf 
in spite of its prosperity the lessees quit 
the game owing the state several thousand 
dollars, and owing its connecting lines 
something like $6,000 for freight collected. 
How there could have been such a. deficit 
is a matter that would be hard to explain 
to any man who knows anything about the 
earning capacity of the little road. 

The Road Made Money. 

During the operation of the road by the 
lessees its net earnings, as shown by Mr. 
Dooly’s figures, was $21,083.68. Out of this 
sum $9,300 was paid to the state for rental, 
leaving a balance of $11,783.68. This latter 
sum was the handsome bird which the les- 
sees should have had in hand from which 


standing obiigations. But it seems to 
have gohe to meet other demands, and 
added to it went $8,558, which represented 
money collected, for. other roads and the 
wages of employeés of the Northeastern. 

What became of the money ho one under- 
takes to say. It may be that Mr. W. C. 
Hale got a good share of it, for it is made 
to appear that the day after he was made 
treasurer of the road he drew out of the 
bank against the Northeastern’s account 
something like $11,000. 

Mr. Dooly’s letter speaks for itself and 
hints of an interesting story underneath, 
which the legislature may yet unearth. The 
committee will be put in possession of all 
of the facts and some action may be taken 
which will unveil some hitherto unrevealed 
pages of the lessees’ history. Mr. Dooly 
is very anxious that the full truth be 
known. He believ¢s that the road is a fine 
piece of money-earning property and that 
it is worth every cent of the price which 
the state proposes to ask for it. He shows 
in his figures that instead of making [@ 
pay 7 per cent on $100,000, the price which 
the state originally paid for the road, he 
made it pay 7 per cent on three times that 
amount during the eleven months it was 
under his management. His letter opens 
up a fleld for interesting inquiry as to what 
became of the money which the road 
earned, clear of all expenses. 

Mr. Dooly’s Letter. 

Mr. Dooly’s letter 10 Mr. Harrison, copies 
of which have been presented to several 
members of the legislature who are in- 
terested in the matter, is as follows: 

“Atlanta, Ga., October 5, 1897.—Mr. James 
P. Harrison: As one of the lessees of tne 
Northeastern railway of Georgia, I thougnt 
it my duty, as manager of the road, to 
give you a report of the earnings and ex- 
penses of the road for the eleven months 
and seven days 1 was in charge of the 
road. I will here say ths will not be a 
full statement. I cannoi give the exact 
figures until I get a report from the Ex- 
change bank at Athens, where all deposits 
were made. ‘his report the bank refuses 
to g:ve me w.thout an order from court, 
which I expect to get when court meets. 1 
think my report will show better after I 
get the bank report.

DR. REID TALKS OF HIS PLAN 


Eminent Missionary to China Tells 
About the Proposed Institute. 


The Contemplated Institute Is To Con- 
sist of a Museum, Library, Reaa- 
ing Room and Auditorium. 


Rev. Gilbert Reid, missionary to China, 
is visiting Atlanta in the interest of the 
proposed interretional institute of China. 

In connestion with the mission among the 
h‘gher classes of China, a plan has heen 
drawn up-and officially sanctioned for the 
establishment in Peking of an international 
institute, toconsist of a museum, 2a 
library, classrooms, a reception hall and 
large auditorium. Such an institute, loca- 
ted in the capital of the empire, would be an 
intellectual center for the diffusion of en- 
lightening and liberal influences among the 
nandarins and the educated classes of all 
Chira. It wovld serve as a model for other 
schemes of naticnal development. It would 
give an impetus to other undertakings 
among and by the Chinese for their own 
development. It would tend to promote 
friendliness between representative men of 
China and the west. Being thus widely 
beneficial, both in intent and operation, the 
institute may rightly be termed interna- 
tional. 

This institute ts a new enterprise, entirely 
distinct in itself, is not controlled by any 
particular church or creed, but is based on 
principles and carried on in a spirit broad 
and philanthropic, with which intelligent 
and generous men of every nation and 
creed can agree and co-operate. 

Were it not that friendly relations had 
already been opened up with a large num- 
ber of mandarins and literati by mere per- 
sonal effort, there would be no guarantee 
of success in the mere establishment of 
such an institution. The personal element 
united with an institute is the guarantee of 
success. 

This plan has received the distinct in- 
dorsement and approval of the princes and 
ministers of the imperial board of foreign’ 
affairs, eleven men in all, including both 
the progressives and conservatives, Man- 
chus and Chinese. ‘This is the first time 
that such an official sanction has ever been 
given to a foreign scheme unéGer foreign 
auspices, alming at progress, enlighten- 
ment and reform. 

The indorsément could hardly be more 
complete and convincing.

SPLINTERS FRO CROSSTIES.- 


Captain John P. Mayes, the veteran con- 
ductor on the Western ana Atlantic rail- 
roed, has been appointed stock claim .agent 
of that road by President Thomas.. The 
order was issued yesterday and it was 
hailed with delight by the friends of Cap- 
tain Mayes, who were glad to note that his 
worth and accomodating disposition had 
beén recognized by the company. Captain 
Mayes is the oldest man in length of ser- 
vice on the Western and Atiantic railroad. 

The citizens of Decatur, Ala., are deter- 
mined to have a new railroad, and the sub- 
ject is being agitated to no little extent by 
them. The latest idea is to run a line from 
Decatur to Tuscaloosa and from what is 
said by the citizens of Decatur, it is nut 
improbable that this enterprise wiil be 
siarted sometime in the near future. The 
idea is to run the road through from Dan- 
ville and thence to Tuskaloosar Already 
over 100 landowners have signed biank 
deeds for right of way and other conces- 
sions, and the proposed new road is being 
given a good start. 

Three cars of crossties were unloaded’ a 
few days ago at Berneyville by the Birm- 
ingham Raiiway and Kicectric Company. 
‘This is understood to mean by the residents 
of that city that the company will shorty 
commence work on the belt Hine between 
Bessemer and Birmingham. which cities 
are on either side of Berneyvilie. The 
company has been promising to build this 
line tor some time. 

Some important changes are to be made 
in the freight department of the Plant sys- 
tem, it being the intention to reorganize 
it completely. Mr. F. B. Papy, general 
freight agent, it is understood, will resign 
and leave the organization of the freight 
department similar to that of the passen- 
ger department, it having a freight traftic 
manager and an assistant general freight 
agent.

ATLANTA MAY CONTRIBUTE 
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WR. JOBL HURT 
BEFORE THE BOARD 


He Tells the Commissioners Why He 
Opposes the Corporation Tax. 


SAYS IT WOULD BE UNFAIR 


Atlanta Home Insurance Company 
Can’t Pay on Its Capital Stock. 


BURDEN ‘WOULD. BE ENTIRELY TOO GREAT 


If Increased Taxes Are Demanded Mr. 
Hurt Says Atlanta Home Would 
Withdraw from Field. 


An interesting history of the :Atianta 
Hine Insurarce Company and the early 
days of insuranee inry4tipata was given. 
yesterday afterncon by Mr. Joel Hurt 
Y when he made Known his objections to the 
claim made by the county relative to the 
corporation tax question which has been 
pending befére the board for several 
months. 

The commissioners met in spectal session 
to hear from Mr. Hurt before any action 
was taken on the question. Mr. Hurt ad- 
dressed the ‘board at length, giving his 
reasons for opposing the collection of the 
tax claimed by the board and reviewing in 
detail the situation of the Atlanta Home 
as compared with foreign companies which 
are doing an insurance business in the city. 

Mr. Hurt stated that ‘f the county de- 
manded a tax on the capital stock of the 
Atlanta Home Insurance Company that it 
would be a hardship that could not be 
shouldered by the company, and would re- 
sult in the company being driven. from the 
field. | 

The statement made by Mr. Hurt showed 
that none of the insurance companies doing 
business either in Atlanta, the state or 
anywhere else was forced to pay a tax 
upon its capital stock, as all the atates of 
the union levied a tax on the premiums. 
Mr. Hurt showed that the Atlanta Home 
was paying now to the state of Georgia 
and other states in which it is doing busi- 
ness on premiums a larger amount than it 
would pay in taxes if the tax was levied 
on the capital stock alone and the premiums 
were not subject to the tax. 

“The Atlanta Home is paying tax to the 
state,’’ sa'd Mr. Hurt, “and if the county 
coes not get any tax I think the county 
should not hold the company responsible, 
but should take the matter up with the 
state and get its prorata, just as is now 
being done with the railroad taxes. The 
railroads pay the tax to the state and the 
state then prorates to the city and county 
their amount of the tax, thus making the 
fund go all around, yet the railroads are 
not held to an account for this prorating.”’ 

Mr. Hurt stated to the’ board that the 
Atlanta Home could not bear he burden of 
the increased taxation which the county 
asked for. He said that yeats ago the com- 
pany, through a misapprehension of the 
law, had returned its capital stock, but 
when an investigation was made, Captain 
Anderson delivered an opinion in which he 
held that the capital stock was not l'able. 

It: was shown by Mr. Hurt that a re- 
peated fight has been made against the At- 
lanta Home since its organization in 1884. 
He says the foreign companies have fought 
it and that many attacks have been made, 
through which the company has stood its 
own ground gallantly, winning on every 
acrasion, eee 

“When the Atlanta Home was organ- 
ized,’ said he, “Atlanta was paying exces- 
sive rates. We had an insufficient fire pro- 
tection and the Atlanta Home went to 
work and co-operated in the appointment 
of Captain Joyner chief of the fire depart- 
ment, revolutionizing the fire department 
of the city and giving to its merchants the 
best protection of any city of its size in the 
worid. 

“The Atlanta Home has steadily been 
fighting for its principles and for Atlanta. 
and now thig time we do think it is unfair 
that this tax be demanded in view of the 
situation. It simply means that the com- 
pany will be forced to retire from Atlanta, 
as the levy of the t<x as claimeu wou:d be, 
a burden whieh we could not carry. 

“The Atlanta Home lias been the city’s 
friend. When thé crisis of/ 1884 came the 
company had about $100,000 on hand. The 
factories and stores and banks and manu- 
factories we've in ueed and the Atiania 
Home went tu their rescue. The Atlanta 
Home has bevun the means of securing 
many improvements for the city avé has 
enabled many citizens to build new hones 
and better equip their facturies and ealarge 
their business.”’ nits

REWARDS ARE HARD 
10 GET HOLD OF 


A Detective Tells Why Money for Crim- 
inals Is Not Paid. 


TOO MANY ARE AFTER IT 


Government Rewards Are Very Rarely 
Ever Collected by Claimant. 


TOLD 10 FIGHT IT OUT IN COURTS 


Rewards Are Now Poor Incentives for 
Officers To Search for an Offend- 
er—The Reason of It. 


— 


‘There is no money in rewards,” said 


Detective Dave Looney at the police bar-: 


racks last night. 

Four or five of the city detectives were 
talking about the capture of noted criminals 
for which rewards had been offered. 

“T have caught several er-minals for 
which big rewards had been offered, and 
never received a cent,’”’ continued Detective 
Looney. “Of course I have been paid some 
money in this way, but it has been only 
a small portion of the reward which was 
offered. 

“You remember the catch we made of 
Wells and Davis, the noted lumber swin- 
dlers of Denver, Col.? There was a cool 
one thousand dollars put up for their cap- 
ture, and not a man in Atlanta who had 
anything to do with their arrest received a 
penny of the reward money. When we had 
the crooks. safely bagged we were informed 
that the rewards would be paid as soon 
as the matter could be adjusted. We were 
forced to let the prisoners go, and several 
months afterwards we were informed that 
the money had geen paid to the men in 
Denver who got the information as to the 
whereabouts of the crooks, it being dec'ded 
that they and not the Atlanta officers were 


-entitled to the reward. There is always a 


loophole to get through when the time 
comes for handiug over the money. 

“Why, even rewards offered by the state 
governments are hard to get. I arrested 
two negroes who committed a murder in 
McDonough, and there was a reward of 
$1,000 for their capture. I had to be con- 
tented with just $90 of the amount. Just 
as soon as afellow is nabbed for whom 
there is money up, fifty people will rush in 
and claim that they had something to do 
with catching the man. Why, I remember 
a case when I told a negro to run and get 
me a cab, and with the vehicle I headed off 
a murderer for whom, there was a reward. 
That negro claimed a share of the money— 
and, bless my life, if the cabman didn’t 
also try to get a share, 

“T have long ago ceased to hope for a 
reward for arresting a prisoner. All officers 
have learned this fact, and that is the 
-reason a reward doesn’t stimulate a search 
for a murderer as it used to do. It is so 
now that a reward offered by a state is 
harder to get hold of than one offered by 
private individuals. The reason of th's is 
because people think it is much easier to 
get a government reward tied up by cla‘ms 
than it would be if it was in the hands of 
private parties. The government cannot 
decide quickly between individuals, and 
when there is a contest, as there is always 
now, the government locks the money up 
in the treasury and tella the cla'mants to 
go into the courts and fight it out, and the 
winner can take the boodle. . 

“You remember the reward which was 
offered for old man Taylor Delk? It was 
$0, and two other city detectives and my- 
self caught the old man and landed h'm in 
jail. Well, not a cent of that reward have 
we ever received. There were al] sorts of 
counter claims, and we saw that to get hold 
of the money meant a long and bitter fight 
in the courts, and life was too short for 
that.”’ 

All the detectives present agreed with 
Detective Looney that a reward for an 
offender was one of the most uncertain 
things in detective work, and the officer 
who expected to get his Christmas :noney 
that way would wake up to. find a hole in 
his stocking.

There were a number 
of stocks also which were persistently 
heavy in tone and required vigorous sUp- 
port to prevent the spread otf weakness 
threugh tne whole market. This was nota- 
bly true of Sugur, which ruled for some 
time below yesterday's closing rice and 
fell at one trme to the extent of a point. 
London was a very large seller of stocks 
on balance in this market, and the volume 
of sales on that account is est:mated at as 
high as 40,000 shares, embracing all the 
international stocks. Union Vacific fell 1% 
onthe resolution of the senate to postpone 
the Kansas Pacifte sale. Mannattac, North- 
west and Northern Pacitic and some other 
prominent stocks showed a heavy tone 
during the whole of the early part of the 
day. These causes, together with the in- 
ertness of the granger group, were a per- 
sistent drag on the market. The latter 
part of the day saw a very animated con- 
test between professional traders for the 
Control of the market. The stocks of local 
transit companies were pushed up uniform- 
ly to a higher level on the strength of 
*“tips’’ that the underground rapid transit 
scheme would fail of indorsement by the 
courts and by reports of the apprehensive 
amalgamation of local transit interests. 
Manhattan was the leader of this class, 
and rose 2%, but all the stocks in that group 
of securities showed sharp gains.

New York, December 9.—Europe paid lit- 
tle or no attention to our advance of yes- 
terday and closed relatively lower than 
the quotations ruling in that market at the 
Close. This was a disappointment at home 
and brought about the sélling of a line of 
long cotton by a local operator which he 
lad ‘accumulated during the past few 
weeks. He became disgusted with the ab- 
sence of support from Liverpool, notwith- 
standing the statement of the strike ques- 
tion and threw overboard his holdings, caus- 
ing the slight decline. There is really lit- 
tle or no change in the disposition of the 
trade to Keep away from the market and 
await the effect of the movement upon 
prices. They are beginning to doubt the 
possibility of any sharp reduction in acre- 
axe throughout the south as they, as yet, 
see no indication that the movement is 
anything more than a spasmodic one, and 
the absence of any distress signals whica 
were so prominent in 1894 leads them to 
helieve that farmers have succeeded in 
raising cotton so as to obtain a profit on 
the basis of 5%c in New York. Receipts 
continue on a fairly good scale at the ports, 
and show an increase at the interior towns, 
which leads many to believe that the fall- 
ing off in the early part of the week was 
due entirely to the bad weather.

IT SOLD AS HIGH AS $1.09 


Had Many a Backward Slide, but in 
the End Rested at $1.07, or 
6 3-4c Higher. 


Chicago, December, 9.—Not since August, 
1891, has any month's delivery of wheat 
sold as high as December today. It rose 
from 101% at the opening to $1.09, but in a 
most irregular fashion. It had many a4 
sudden backward slide, but in the end it 
rested at $1.07, or the not inconsiderable 
improvement of 6%c for the day. January 
was a good second, winding up with a 
gain of 3c May was less demonstrative in 
its bullishness. Its advance was 1% per 
bushel, Other grain and provision markets 
were more or less influenced by the ad- 
vance in wheat. Corn and oats closed %c 
higher each and provisions 5@7\sc higher. 

Wheat was very nervous at the start. 
Shorts were evidently alarmed by the an- 
nouncement that the bull clique had made 
arrangements to ship by rail all the wheat 
delivered them on December contracts, and 
had also made advantageous storage con- 
tracts in the east. The consequence was 
there was a host of buying orders for De- 
cember at the opening, mostly of ‘moderate 
lots, it is true, but they had the same 
effect on the already strained market as if 
they were for millions. There was no 
wheat for sale. December closed yesterday 
at $1.004%, but opening bids today ranged 
all the way from $1.014%@1.™M, and even at 
the top there was scarcely a bushel to be 
had. This precipitated a perfect scramble 
among the shorts, not in December alone, 
but in January and May also. Before 
wheat came out $1.05 was offered for De- 
cember. Then came a lull which lasted for 
an hour. Brokers operating for the bull 
clique attempted to stem the tide, but 
probably from 200,000 to 250,000 bushel was 
taken before a reaction occurred. Decem- 
ber declined to $1.03%, but by 11:45 o’clock 
had again .risen to $1.05. Then came the 
storm. Within five minutes and amid a 
whirl of excitement December was bid up to 
$1.08. It reacted with a jerk to $1.06%, 
then up again without a stop to $1.09, the 
highest point bid for wheat in this market 
in six years. Probably as much wheat was 
sold on this advance as on the earlier one. 
After that the market was quieter. Januory 
shorts in the meantime had not been idle. 
That month opened strong at from %93@9%4c, 
and it sold as high as 9ic during the ex- 
sitement, an advance of 5c since yester- 
day. lit was figured that the influences con- 
trolling December also applied to January 
and shorts got under cover as quickly as 
they could. May was aiso very strong, 
though it did not have the same panicky 
appearance of the other options. It opened 
at Yi@viee, as cOmpared with yesterday’s 
closing price of 90%@0 %c, and had advanc- 
ed by noon to 92%@Y2%c. If the market 
at the opening had been left as usual, to 
take its imprint from those things that us- 
ually affect-it, a decline would in all proba- 
bility have occurred. The number of cars 
ré&ceived today at Minneapolis and Duluth 
was 815, compared with 753 a week ago, and 
678 the week b.fore. Chicago got 128,00 
bushels by lake, besides 218 cars by rail. 
As it was believed that yesterday’s figures 
indicated that receipts in the northwest 
would from now on show a steady falling 
off, this showing was a disappointment.

WL SHUT DOWN 


EARLY YESTERDAY 


Was Feared That Strikers Weald Use 
Violence Toward Operatives. 


SITUATION SEEMS UNCHANGED 


Strikers Claim a Victory for Yester- 
day and Think They Will Win. 


ELSAS SAYS THE MILL WILL RUN 


He Has Enough Operatives To An- 
ewer His Purpose and Is Not Wor- 
ried About the Outcome. 


The Fulton bag and cotton mill closed 
down yesterday afternoon at 5 o’clock be- 
cause the management feared if the miil 
was run full time and the operatives went 
out at the regulur hour the strikers would 
show violence toward them. 

President Elsds stated last night that the 
mill was closed early in order to protect the 
operatives. It does not mean, he says, that 
the mill wil! not start up this morning, 
and every subsequent morning. 

The strikers regard the closing of the 
mill at 5 o'clock as a great point in their 
favor. They were holding an enthusiastic 
meeting yesterday afternoon when a com- 
mittee came in and announced that the 
mill had closed down. 

The announcement was received with 
cheers and applause and it was eome time 
before the chairman was ab!e to get order. 
They regard this as an acknowledgement 
on the part of the management of the mill 
of their inability to cope with the s.rikers. 

The strikers regard the developments of 
the day as entirely in their favor and seem 
perfectly satisfied with the way things are 
going. They feel that they have been suc- 
cessful so far and say it is now only a 
matter of how long the management of the 
mill can remain closed dewn. They do not 
know, however, thai it is the intention of 
the management to start up the mil! brignt 
and early this morning and run it as if 
there had never been a strike. 

The determination of the strikers to fre- 
Main out until Mr. Elsas approaches them 
with some proposi.@a to settle the diffi- 
culty has been renewed and theclosing of 
the mill yesterday afternoon one hour 
earlier than usual caused them to go home 
last night feeling better than they have at 
any stage of the strike. 

“It is now just a question of how iong 
the management of the mill is willing to 
let it remain idle,”’ said one of the leaders 
yesterday afternoon. “If Mr. Elsas does 
not approach us with some proposition to 
settle the strike we will be out this time 
next Christmas. 

“We have as much financial assistance 
as we want and at the meeting this after- 
noon several cases of suffering were re- 
lieved, and this will be done continually. 
We are not afraid of starving and you can 
rest assured that the suffering unes will 
be well provided for. We are in this to 
win and.we will stay out just as long as is 
necessary.’”’ 

That gives some idea of the spirit of the 
strikers. They seem to feel that they are 
right and intend fo stick to what they have 
done until Mr. Elsas makes some proposi- 
tion to settle the strike. 

Will Continue To Run. 

When’ asked last night if the ‘ciosing of 
the mill at 6 o’clock in the afternoon meant 
that it was shut down for good Mr. Elsas 
emphatically stated that it did not. 

“We will open the mill at the usual hour 
this morning;” he said, “and it. will. be 
opened every subsequent morning. We 
closed down early this afternoon only as a 
precautionary measure for the protection 
of the operatives. 

‘“‘We have people in the mill at work. 
There are enough to answer our purpose 
and we will continue to run. There was no 
change in the situation yesterday so far 
as we know; if there was it did not affect 
us. 

“We, of course, hear all sorts of rumors 
as to what the strikers are going to do 
and some of these are to the effect that 
they will take steps to seriously injure us. 
So far there has been no violence shown.” 


At the Mill Yesterday. 


fhe strikers had prepared a well-laid 
plan to bring out every employee in the 
mills yesterday morning at 10 o’clock and 
all their arrangements worked so smooth- 
ly up. to 9 o’clock that they were confident 
of success. 

It was scheme against scheme, however, 
and the management of the mill was in a 
position to spoil the plans of the strikers. 
This was done without any ceremony and 
ic caused some disappointment among the 
strikers. 

Several of the employees in the different 
departments were to walk out at 10 o’clock 
in the morning and bring all the Others 
with them. The management heard of this 
and at 9 o’clock the ones who wére to 
take the lead were very quietly discharged 


and made to leave the place. As a conse- 


quence only a few employees left the place 
at 10 o’clock. This was a victory for Mr. 
Elsas and the strikers recognized it.

Works on the Theory of Every Man 
His Own Klondike. 


THE SECRET OF THE AZTECS FOUND

Turns Up a Number of 
Gold Mines. 


Bank president—slow. 

Populist politician—lively. 

Mexican gold king—glerious. 

Since he left Brunswick almost a year 
ago, H. W. Reed has almost covered the 
gamut of human achievement. and now he 
is the owner of forty gold mines, thirty- 
two of which he has just purchased from 
the Bank of London, situated in the City 
of Mexico. 

He tried it as president of a national bank 
down in south Georgia, but this life was 
tedious and a drain upon -his energetic 
nature, Then he steered Tom Watson 
through a campaign as lively as a pan of 
roasted chestnuts,’ and this°was a bit more 
interesting, but the campaign came to a 
close, and Tom Watson. wilted, and what 
was a poor man to do? Some one suggest- 
ed the Klondike as a means of excitement, 
but this was rather tame to the adventur- 
ous spirit of Mr. Reed, and on the theory 
that every man should have his own Klon- 
dike he broke in across the plateaus of Mexi- 
co, and now he owns enough gold to caus? 
a bond issue or supply the United States 
treasury deficit. or 

How H. W. Reed became a Mexican gold 
King would make an exciting narrative of 
adventure. When he passed through the 
crowd at the Kimball! last night and puffed 
away on his cigarro there was nothing to 
indicate that he had gone through a long 
siege in the gold country of the far south. 

Became a Populist. 

For a number of years Mr. Reed was one 
of the progressive spirits of Brunswick. 
He was a fine financier and as president of 
the First National bank was noted for his 
executive ability. There. was some sur- 
prise when it became Known that he would 
espouse the principles of populism. It was 
rather paradoxical at the time for the pres- 
ident of a national bank to take such a 
radical stand and this in itself caused @ 
sensation. 

But when Mr. Reed: assumed personal 
control of the campaign of Tom Watson 
and was made a member of the populists 
national executive committee the surprise 
was still greater. He entered into this 
fight with all the zest. of his nature and 
was present at all fmortant councils of 
his party, advising». avith the fusionists 
when they held couneil. “But the collapse 
of the campaign came and Mr. Reed decid- 
ed that politics Was,sométhing im the na- 
ture of an iridescent dream, so he thought 
to seek something more substantial. 

The Glitter: of Gold. 

Since he could not: secure the free coin- 
age of silver, Mr. Reed thought he would 
find a free yield of gold. He had already 
invested in Georgia gold. He Knew the 
fields here were inexhaustible and marvel- 
ously rich, But he yearned for excitement, 
and this is why last winter he got off to 
Mexico. 

In was down in one of the most extreme 
southern: states he located, 150 miies he- 
low the City of Mexico, and in the mdst 
of the mountains. He had already pur- 
chased a gold mine or two and as a means 
of diversion was looking toward the'r de- 
velopment. 

Mrs. Reed was with him and their jour- 
ney over the country had to be made cn 
horseback. No cook of a desirable nature 
could be secured. and Mrs. Reed impro- 
vised an itinerant cuisine upon the back 
of a donkey. It was a novel lifé, but the 
climate was good and ‘the exnerience fasci- 
nating. It was preferable to managing Mr. 
Watson’s, campaign. In dense isolation 
Mr. Reed remained until @ month ago. 
When he emerged information came that 
there wa a rich tract of land near where 
he had been working.. It was the property 
of the Aztecs ages ago. The tip came in 
a quiet way and his theory that every man 
should be has own Klondike had worked 
out at last.

J. C. Bridger’s Alternative in the Police 
Court Yesterday. 


HE ROLLED UP HIS SLEEVE 


' + 
A Very Interesting Vaccination Case 


Before Ju:ge Andy. 


WHAT THE DEFENDANT'S DEFENSE WAS 


Wanted To Wait for His Family Phy- 
sician—Had To Submit—He — 
Blames the Officer. 


“You can either be vaccinated or pay @ 
fine of $100.” 

The recorder was talking to Mr. J. Cc. 
Br'dger, a well-known merchant, who was 
in the police court yesterday afternoon for 
refusing to be vaccinated. 

Day before yesterday morning Officer 
Sewell, with Dr. Giles, made a tour through 
the county courthouse and asked those 
whom they met to be vaccinated or make 
a showing. Some showed the proper cre- 
dentials in the shape of ‘‘good scars” and 
others took off their coats ane rolled up 
their sleeves. 

Mr. J. C. Bridger was in the record office 
copying a deed and when he was approach- 
ed by the officer and physician he said he 
preferred to wait and have his family doc- 
tor injest the virus. He was told that if 
he would have the matter attended to at 
once and present a certificate the next 
morning all would be well. But Mr. Bridger 
did not agree to do this, giving as his 
reason that he wanted to wait until his 
wife was well so that he and she could be 
vaccinated at the same time. This arrange- 
ment did not satisfy the officials and they 

made a case against Mr. Bridger. 

The recorder heard the statement of the 
policeman and physician and then asked 
Mr. Bridger what he had to say. To which 
Mr. Bridger replied: 

“I have not refused to be vaccinated, but 
have only asked that I be allowed to wait 
and have my family physician perform the 
operation. All of my children have been 
vaccinated, two of them by myself, and I 
am waiting until my wife gets well, she 
being a little indisposed, and then I will 
be vaccinated with her. I told the officer 
I would present a certificate before next 
Saturday.”’ 

“But. Mr. Bridger,’’ said the recorder, 
“you cannot run this thing to suit your 
Own convenience, The law is very plain, 
However, it says that a person must be 
given twenty-four hours notice, and for 
that reason I will give you an opportunity 
to comply with the city ordinance, other- 
wise I would fine you straight out $100 and 
then make you submit to vaccination, Your 
twenty-four hours have now expired and 
you can either be vaccinated right now and 
here or pay a fine of $100.’ 

Mr. Brtdger demurred, still claiming that 
he had not refused to be vaccinated, but 
merely wanted a little time. 

“I am not attempting to dodge the law,” 
he said, “or am I afraid of vaccination, for 
I have submitted all my children to it.’ 

The recorder was firm and again told 
the defendant that he could either roll up 
his sleeve and take the virus like a little 
man Or pay into the city treasury $100 and 
costs of court. 

“I will have to submit,’ Mr. Bridger 
finally said, ‘“‘but I do it under protest. I 
intend, however, to present charges against 
this policeman, Sewell, for conduct unbe- 
coming an officer, for I have learned that 
while he made a caSe against me he allow- 
ed others to go upon a promise to comply 
with the law.’’ 

Mr. Bridger withdrew from the court- 
room with the doctor, and in a few min- 
utes he returned holding his left arm at 
right angles from his body, and remarked 
to Judge Calhoun: 

‘“*The deed has been accomplished.”’ 

A case was made yesterday morning 
against Mr. D. A. Reese for refusing to 
submit to vaccination, but he afterwards 
allowed the virus to be injected into his 
arm. and the case was dismissed. 

The officers say that they are not having 
as much trouble as they did and that the 
people as a general thing are submitting 
tu vaccination very willingly. 


PETTYSING IS MISSING STALL. 


The Prized Pet ¢ Canine Is Yet Aniong 
the Things Not in Sight. 


Poor little Pettysing, the lost dog that 
has been the cause of so much trouble to 
his owner, has not yet turned up. Mr. D 
T. Lee, the owner of the lost canine, has 
tramped numberless miles in search of the 
pet. but all to no avail. Pettysing is still 
among the missing and his owner is fast 
losing hope. Pettysing. may have gone 
where all good doggies -go, but if he Its 
alive and on the face of the earth he will 
be recovered. It is remarkable the vast 
number of lost dogs in Atlanta. Mr. Lee 
gets about four messages a day to come 
and see if it is his dog that has been 
found. Each investigation only leads to 
new disappointment and the little dogs that 
are being held in hope that they will turn 
out to be Pettysing are ieft to go their 
way. Yesterday handbills bearing the pic- 
ture of Pettysing and a description of 
Same were sent all over the state. The po- 
lice in all of the southern towns have been 
notified to look out for him and he may 
turn up yet.

IS NOW ON FOOT 


To Bo Held in Atlante When the Conted- 
erate Veterans Meat 


IT WILL BE A GRAND AFFAIR 


Ladies and Military Men Are Inter- 
esting Themselves in the Matter. _ 


WHAT THE PROPOSED FESTIVAL WILL BE 


A Meeting To Be Called in a Day or 
Two To Definitely Decide About 
the Matter. 


Steps are. being taken to hold a great 
military carnival in Atlanta on July 224 and 
23d of next year, when the confederate re- 
union takes place in the city. 

Several gentlemen connected with the lo- 
cal military companies and a number of 
ladies identified with charitable organiza- 
tions have been in consultation and the 
matter has received the most favorable 
consideration. 

Last summer a similar festival was 
planned and would have been carried out 
for some trouble in military circles. 

When it was definitely settled that the 
big reunion of confederate veterans would 
take place in Atlanta on July 22d and 
23, 1888, the anniversaries of the battle of 
Atlanta, the plan was revived and a well- 
known gentleman prominent in military 
matters said last evening to a reporter of 
The Constitution that the affair was in such 
a shape that it was more than probable 
that the programme would be carried out. 

As now outlined the scheme is to give 
on the afternoons of July 22d and 23, 1898, a 
grand military carnival. All the local mili- 
tary companies and as many of the other 
commands of the Georgia militia as would 


| agree to take part, and the companies at 


Fort McPherson would give a programme 
of military drills, athletics, sham battles, 
etc. It is to be such a military exhibition 
as was recently given in New York and 
which proved such a great success. 

‘lhe festival would be given under the 
auspices of ladies connected with charita- 
ble institutions, and the proceeds go to the 
institutions and to the Fifth regiment for 
the new armory. 

The details of the programme has not, 
of course, even been considered, but they 
will consist of a number of interesting and 
entertaining features, which will be wit- 
nessed with pleasure by the old and the 
young. 

It has also been suggested that perhaps 
the police department and the fire depart- 
ment of the city will be asked to take 
part, and a portion of the proceeds will be 
given to their relief associations. 

One of the military officers who is moving 
in the matter, said, when speaking of the 
proposed carnival yesterday: 

“When the confederate reunion occurs 
in Atlanta next July the city will be crowd- 
ed with visitors. The sessions of the con- 
federate association will take place in the 
mornings, and the people who are here will 
want some place to go to in the afternoons. 
Such a carnival as we propose to give will 
be sure to prove a great attraction. Only 
a small admission fee will be charged. The 
festival will be no ordinary tame military 
drill, but spirited and novel features, show- 
ing all the latest improvements in miltary 
affairs. There will be exciting contests and 
Sham battles, which will warm up the rebel 
blood. You see, 
highly entertain the old confederates as a 
show embodying military matters as they 
are now, and a comparison between soldier 
life of today and soldier life of the time 
when they lay in the trenches could not 
be otherwise than deeply interesting. This 
carnival was planned for last summer, but 
had to be abandoned on account of some 
military trials. I believe it will go through 
next summer and prove a perfect success.”’
